ment of the metal it will be found that a portion of the iron is converted 
into an oxide. I, therefore, put into the chamber any suitable carbona- 
ceous matter, such as charcoal, anthracite coal, or carbonate of iron that 
is rich in carbon, such as hematite iron ore, in order to reduce the oxides 
of iron, and thus add to the weight of metal obtained.’ I could give a 
dozen more equally striking illustrations of the kind of knowledge which 
has issued from the Bessemer fountain; but let this suffice. Such as it is, 
the editor of the Lngineer deemed it a conclusive demonstration, to prove, 
that as an inventor, I had been anticipated by Mr. Bessemer. He chose 
a most unfortunate illustration,— Coleford, Sept. 26.

THE COPPER TRADE. 

Sir,—The latest mail from Australia brings a Melbourne Age, which 
contains a very interesting letter from an old correspondent of the Mining 
Jou nal—Mr. W. Birkmyre—in which, after referring to the small increase 
which has taken place in the exports of the produce of the United King- 
dom as compared with the increase in the United States and France, to 
the comparatively small increased consumption of cotton and wool, and to 
the decrease in the export of refined sugar, remarks that ‘in reference to 
the trade in British copper foreign competition is now excessive. Itis true 
that this was clearly foreseen by many, and stated in the columns of the 
London Mining Journal in 1848, when the duties on copper and copper 
ore were almost wholly repealed. Yor there is this peculiarity in the Cor- 
nish copper ores, they contain on the average about 20 per cent. of sulphur, 
which is a valuable ingredient, but by the ordinary British process of smelt- 
ing these ores it is quite lost—in fact, creates a nuisance, and by neglect- 
ing to save this sulphur and other substances the smelters have, as it were, 
invited competition ; and, strange to say, it is not improbable that im- 

ements of much value in the extraction of copper from its ore are more 
kely, during the present severe crisis in the copper trade, to be effected in 
th Australia or New South Wales than in Cornwall.” While the 
uce of the copper mines of the United States has increased from 500 tons 
in 1850 to upwards of 5000 in 1860, the produce of British mines during 
the same period has scarcely been maintained, and the imports into the 
United Kingdom of copper alone is now almost equal to the produce of 
the mines of Cornwall, _ lg Wales, and Ireland ; and, if we include the 
metal from the ore and regulus, more than three times the produce of all 
the British mines. 

Now, although Mr. Birkmyre’s comparison may be less satisfactory to 
Cornish adventure than could be wished, it doubtless affords ample proof 
that there willlong be a market for colonial copper (and that, too, at a re- 
munerative price) in thiscountry. Australian and Canadian ores will find 
a ready sale, so that confidence will naturally attach to enterprises in those 
countries, and if we have not the consolation of knowing that we produce 
all our copper ourselves, we may at least know that our entire supply is 
produced in our dependencies.—Nencastle, Sept. 25. dD. R. C. 





TIN MINING—SEPARATING MACHINES. 

Sm,—Borlase’s patent buddle, as first put up at the Providence Mines, 
failed to perform what was expected of it, but the improvements made by 
Capt. W. Hollow and the other agents, assisted by Mr. Eustice, in work- 
ing out the details of the principle, has now brought into use one of the 
most valuable tin-separating machines yet introduced. The value of tin 
ore having doubled in the last few years, has naturally drawn the attention 
of all interested in tin mining to the best modes of cleaning and 
saving all the ore for the smelting-house; in consequence of the improve- 
ments alluded to, Mr. Borlase has granted a license to the Providence 
Mines adventurers to use his patent for a small compensation. It is hoped 
we shall still see further improvements in tin dressing, but whether by fire 
or water remains to be seen.— Penzance, Sept.25.

S1r,—The letter of a “ Lover of Fair Play,” in last week’s Journal, must 
be amusing to those who know the facts; I cannot, however, allow it to go 
uncontradicted. The “concave buddle” at Providence is no more like 
Borlase’s patent Buddle, as patented by him, than it is like a “marine 
engine.” The only idea in it to which Borlase can lay any claim is the 
“distributors.” Borlase’s patent has been tried at Wheal Margaret at 
considerable expense, and found to be worthless, and has been thrown on 
one side as old lumber, and may now be seen there, as, indeed, it was seen 
by many of the shareholders at the last meeting there.

Why did not the writer of that letter sign his 
name? He certainly ought to do so to such a statement. Your Truro 
correspondent will, perhaps, say a word on this matter. I am glad to say 
that it is intended to try another sort of distributor, to which Borlase can 
lav No claim.

IGNEOUS THEORY.

DEEP SEA CABLES, AND THE GOVERNMENT ENQUIRY. 


Srr,—May I request a small space in your valuable Journal for the pur- 
pose of making public an injury received at the hands of the officials of 
that Government we all contribute so largely to support? Iam the in- 
ventor and patentee of a deep sea telegraph cable, samples of which have 
been tested and approved by Government engineers, and other scientific 
and nautical authorities. The Government engineer himself told me he 
did not for a moment doubt it must come into general use, and that if I 
could nt the attacks of animalcula I shall have accomplished all that 
could be desired. I also called his attention to the fact that hempen ropes 
taken from the wreck of the Royal George after many years’ submergence 
in sea water were found to be in a perfect state of preservation. What 
turther proof can we require of the durability of this material ? Now, what 
I have to complain of is this—not that my cable has been tried and found 
wanting, but that samples have remained in the hands of the Government 
engineers for upwards of six months, and they have positively refused to 
test. it. The report of the Government commission omits all mention 
of my invention, and yet it would almost seem as if those who drew up and 
embodied the wants and exigencies of this branch of telegraph requirements 
had simply referred to and copied from the specifications of my patents,

THE ABUSED PATENT LAW. 


Srr,—“ Necessity is the mother of invention” isa proverb in everyone’s 
mouth, and its verity is never disputed; hence it would appear to be a well- 
established fact that the spur of necessity is the means relied upon by all 
as the instrument that ever and anon urges mankind forward on the roud 
of industrial progress. Now, there is no necessity so potent as that of 
‘keeping the wolf from the door,” as it is termed, which, in this mam- 
mon-worshipping age, can only be accomplished by some money-getting process; and 
this, as we all know, simply consists in inducing the p 3s of p lary wealth to 
exchange it with others for such things as the others may have to part with, and may 
suffice as equivalents; and amongst these things society has hitherto reckoned the com- 
munication of new ideas and suggestions of practical improvement jn the arts and manu- 
factures, and it has accordingly decreed that a property may be secured for a limited 
time in such ideas and suggestions, so that anyone desiring to have the benefit of the 
same shall be bound to pay the communicator—that is, the inventor—an equivalent for 
such benefit; and this system of according a property in the result of mental labour is 
not unique in legal polity, for a property is given to the literarian in his work, to the 
sculptor in his sculpture, and to the dramatist even in the representation of his plays. 
Ileretofore it was thought that unless men could have a property in their mental labours, 
they would not (indeed, it might be, could not afford to) withdraw themselves from the 
walks of ordinary manual labour and commercial enteprise to devote themselves to the 
development of new inventions, the more so as it was found that the working out of new 
inventions was ofttimes attended with considerable expense, and that inventors were 
usually poor men, relying on the assistance of richer men, who considered the property 
to be obtained asthe prime object in view. Sir William Armstrong and Professor Rogers 
recently, and my Lord Granville formerly, have, however, exploded all this, for they 
have shown, to their own satisfaction at all events, that nearly all inventions are of very 
little value, and that real inventors do not care about the power of demanding remune- 
ration being left in their own hands, but would come forward as public benefactors, who 
would scorn to ask any quid pro quo, being fully impressed with the belief that Inven- 
tion, like “ Virtue, is its own reward,” and that the public would liberally provide that 
such self-sacrificing men should lack nothing, whether in the shape of praise or pudding. 
They have shown, too, it is thought, that the patent system gives much to the mere me- 
chanical schemer and little to the inventor, hence, that it discourages great inventors 
and protects petty pretenders ; and here, at last, we get hold of the pennyworth of bread 
amongst al! this sack, for it is unfortunately too true that up to the present time, not- 
withstanding all our patent reforms, the operation of the Patent Law is very much “a 
delusion, a mockery, and a snare,” for it first demands of the inventor pounds for the pro- 
visional recording of his claim, and then gives this claim legal sanction, without properly 
testing whether it is well founded; and, lastly, leads him into ruinous lawsuits, if he 
should come in contact with rich and determined opponents. But let me ask, does the 
abuse of a thing necessarily prove its inherent badness? If so, how many of the gifts cf 
God would be legacies of evil could this position be sustained ? 

But the black list of sins of the Patent Law is not deep dyed enough; it has yet, ac- 
cording to Sir W. Armstrong, to answer for stopping the progress of improvement in 
matters referring to the safety and well being of the State: that is, that the Govern- 
ment is precluded from carrying out many plans of improvement in armament and 
otherwise, because of the petty pretensions of patentees, who ever and anon (it is said) 
start up and Jay claim to some part or portion of what is proposed to be done. Now, if 
this be so, it so happens that it is not the fault of our Patent Law at all, but of the Go- 
vernment and the mode of carrying out the law; for in the first place, the famous 
Statute of Monopolies has provided that no patents for inventions shall be valid which 
shall be “ generally inconvenient ;” and itis a clause invariably inserted in every 
patent that the Government shall be supplied with the patent articles on such terms as 
its own officers shall settle, and \t does not appear that there is any legal process whereby 
tocompel the Government to make any settlement at all, for a mandamus tocompel the Go- 
vernment to settle the terms of payment for the use of a patent was refused by the Court 
(vide Exparte Pering, 4 A and E, 949) ; so that ifthe Government find it necessary to use 
any patented invention they can do so, and can r te the patentee as they please, 
and how they please. Moreover, hecan becalled upon to supply the articles himself, and 
under the terms of the before-mentioned clause. His patent will be forfeited if he do 
not do so, and the Government is bound to pay only what its oficers may settle. 
Thus the Government can have the benefit of the patent on its own terms; therefore it 
is the fault of the Government if such terms are objectionable, or if it allow any patent 
to stand in the way of improvement in matters pertaining to State affairs. 

There are, without doubt, many points in which our Patent Law ts so objectionable in 
its action as to make many feel its difficulties who have not patiently considered its pri- 
mary principles, which objectionable features the Mining Journal has long sought to 
get removed or modified, as witness the lucubrations of myself, Mr. Spence, and others. 
But to say that the progress of the arts and manufactures would proceed as rapidly 
without Patent Laws as with, is hazarding an assertion which all the principles upon 
which human affairs proceed abundantly negative. 

I trust that now being the eve of the Great Exhibition of 1862 you may deem it right 
to re-open this question, and that I shall be shortly able to give a summary of such 
changes as in my experience as a patent reformer, pat , and professionally, will, I 
think, place the Patent Laws on a more satisfactory footing to the public and to pat

The structure of the ore is sometimes slaty or lamellar, of exceedingly brilliant appear- 
ance, or finely or coarsely granular, showing the cubic crystals of minute size, sometimes 
having crystals of magnetic oxide intermixed, generally forming specimens of sufficicnt 
beauty to make them desirable forthe cabinet. At this mineare large deposits of hema- 
tite, in which are found beautiful specimens of stalactitic and mamillary forms. Three 
miles above the Jackson are the Cleveland and the Superior Mines, both of which fur- 
nish ores of similar character to the Jackson. At the Cleveland the ore exhibits a beau- 
tifully banded structare, the metallic iron being arranged in bands alternately with bright 
red jasper of varying widths—from the thickness of paper to 4% inch, and often waved 
and contorted in a strange manner. This structure exhibits in a beautiful and striking 
manner the process of formation and the mode of aggregation of the different materials 
during the process of crystallisation. The Superior Mine is, probably, the best of the 
three, both in the quality and abundance of the ore and facility of working. It presents 
a face for operation about 70 feet high, and last summer some thousands of tons were 
thrown down at a single blast. It will be many years before it will be necessary to re- 
sort to mining, as there is abundance of ore in these quarries to supply the demand still 
above the level of the ground, thus relieving the mine from all expense of drainage. 
Though these are the only mines opened, it is not to be supposed that they are the only 
available locations for mining presented ; on the contrary, the country has but now com- 
menced to be opened. The railway in course of extension during last winter, beyond 
the Superior Mine for three miles, has opened another deposit of ore, equal to either of 
those I have mentioned, while a few miles further is a tain whose di i far 
exceed them altogether; in fact, sufficient ore has been discovered above ground, within 
@ practicable distance of the lake, to supply the world for a long series of years. For, 
practical use the great bulk of our iron is worthless, as there is an inexhaustible qu 
tity so near the lake that inland bodies will remain mere curiosities for an indefinit 
time. And not only in quantity is it unapproachable, but in quality it is so far unri-' 
valied. In tenacity it surpasses by far the best Russian, and for railway car wheels, 
and similar uses, it is the best. In my next I shall refer to this more particularly in 
speaking of our facilities for iron manufacture, and the results so far of the practical ope. 
rations of smelting and bar rolling as already extensively carried on in this district.

MINING IN FLINTSHIRE. 


Sir,—On continuing a course southward from the Nant-y-Mwyn Mine, 
through which the Talargoch vein traverses a length of upwards of 4000 
yards, the Talacre sett is reached, and here is presented many interesting 
and diversified features of Nature’s incessant and conflicting changes. The 
carboniferous limestone, dipping —_ to the east, bears upon it a gra- 
dually thickened formation of chert rock, forming a kind of ** basin,’’ fol- 
lowing upon which lies the gravel and mountain shale, abutting up to the coal measures 
before alluded to. Having, however, travelled thus far, continually encambered with 
increasing obstacles, the miner voluntarily abandons the pursuit of this celebrated vein, 
and stepping southward begins to unveil the mineral resources of the chert formation, 
which is here foand at a considerable depth before the limestone is reached. This ex- 
tensive grant extends upwards of a mile from east to west, and about the same from 
north to south. The main vein in this sett rans nearly magnetic east and west, whilst 
the side veins fall in, ranning in a direction about 20° north of east, forming a junction 
eastward, where scarcely any workings have been made, A large fracture or fault has 
here taken place obliquely to the measures, on a bearing of north 45° west, on which the 
hill would appear to have been upraised southward, and in which the veins have been 
worked as deep as the adit would permit, thus having thrown the upper or coal measures 
from the top of the veins in this part, leaving the gravel lying on the chert. This ob- 
lique fracture is about 400 yards to the east of the engine-shaft, where the main vein 
evidently forms a junction with others traceable to the south, shelving under a deep 
cover of coal measures, which stretch out to the north of the line of veins, thus embrac- 
ing all the Junctions with the measures. At this point all has been subject to great 
commotion, with every facility for the escape of the gases which may have been emitted 
from the coal , and supposed to have been powerful agents in the precipitation 
of metals. Some thousands of tons of lead ore have been extracted from the gravel, the 
principal part of which was discovered here, and there now exists in the main vein below 
a course of blende or jack ore 4 ft. wide solid. I state this on indisputable authority. 
All these ci it bined tend toghow the certainty of immense bodies of ore 
lying dormant in this extensive grant ; and although in numerous instances have courses 
of ore been found without the jack, in no case has such a course of jack existed without 
a corresponding deposit of lead ore. 

These mines were undertaken many years ago by a few spirited and worthy private 
gentlemen (in a similar manner as those of the adjoining mine), to whom a deep sense 
of gratitude is felt by the miner, and siould be by all concerned. For years did these 
gentlemen patiently plod on their weary way, undeterred by any obstacle; and not- 
withstanding the disadvantages under which they laboured, more especially with regard 
to the unusually high royalty with which they were taxed (4th), after carrying on 
operations in two veins to the west they were rewarded by the discovery of fine bunches 
of ore in March, 1849, and from which in three years they raised about 3000 tons of lead

NORTH WALES SLATE QUARRIES—No. VIII. 


Sir,—On the south of Machno Quarry a large sum of money has been 
expended in trials for slates. There is a great body of slate on the brow 
of the hill, which runs regularly for a long distance. Some good slates 
were got out years ago, but owing to the great top it was an expensive 
concern, compared with the marketable produce. 

Rarw Bacu Quarry.—This has been worked for many years, 
sometimes with skill, at other times rather clumsily. Lately it was formed into a com- 
pany, with a large capital, and favourable reports, promising good returns, which I hope 
will be realised. The slate seam extends over a great area, The slate is similar in cha- 
racter to the Machno, and, if anything, is of a better quality, being a little more com- 
pact in texture. It is a good workable stone for slates, and capable of being converted 
into good slabs. The present company are actively engaged in clearing tops and forming 
reservoirs for machinery use; but they have two great difficulties to contend with, for 
which reasons I advised a capitalist at the time not to take shares :—1. The great top 
clearance, and the great expense of loose-end cutting.—2. The small depth at their 
command, In all other things I thought well of this quarry, and hope the anticipations 
of the adventurers will be fully realised. They are laying out their capital judiciously, 
or, at least, were doing so, in my opinion, when I saw the place last. 

Crown LanD,.—I was lately instructed to inspect a seam of slate on land which, I 
believe, belongs rightfully to the Government, situate in the parish of Festiniog; and 
although the Commissioners of Woods and Forests have granted a “ tack-note,” they 
refuse to assert and defend their claim to the ground, It is a known fact that the most 
valuable slate quarries ever discovered and worked are on Crown or commonable land ; 
but it is to be regretted that more attention is not paid to the mineral treasures that lie 
in these lands and mountains. If I mistake not, there were at the time of the tithes’ 
commutation not less than 8000 acres of commonable land or wastes in the parish of 
Festiniog alone; but I question, if an enquiry were made, whether the Government 
could, without interruption, claim that grand and invaluable portion of land now. The 
discovery alluded to is of great promise, and the public should, by all means, urge the 
Government to stand boldly in defence of its own rights. Neighbouring landlords take 
advantage of poor workmen (who are, and have been, the discoverers of all the best 
quarrics in Wales), and by threatenings and interruptions dishearten them; but if Go- 
vernment only did its duty, in protecting their “ tack-holders,” and assert and maintain 
their claims and rights, similar encroachments would not occur, and the profits of roy- 
alties in a few years would be immense. I am told that the royalties of the three Fes- 
tiniog quarries are upwards of 12,0007. a year; and I dare be bold to say, if Government 
protected discoverers of slate quarries, that the royalty from waste lands would be as 
great, and greater. 1 should be glad, Sir, if you would, through the Journal, call atten- 
tion to the valuable land for slates and minerals in North Wales belonging to the Crown, 
especially the rich portion of it in the neighbourhood of Festiniog, so celebrated for its 
valuable slate seams. When the slate market is so brisk, and the supply so far short of 
the demand, it is a pity that avy obstacle should be Jaid to further discoveries, and to 
the prosecution of those that would prove most profitable to adventurers, and a source of 
immense revenue to the nation at large. Let a full enquiry be made by Government 
without delay, and its claims and rights established to the common lands in North 
Wales; and let it be awake to its own interests, in exersising those acts of ownership 
requisite to keep intruders away, and I will unhesitatingly predict that some of the 
finest slate seams and veins will be disc overed.— Sept. 25, CyMRo,

THE LAKE SUPERIOR MINERAL DISTRICT. 


Sir,—lI gladly embrace the opportunity kindly afforded by you to bring 
to the notice of your readers some account of our mineral district, more 
especially at present the iron district of Marquette, in which I am located ; 
and I do this with the more interest as I call to mind old acquaintance with 
your Journal, and the peculiar industrial interest which it represents. The 
Lake Superior mineral district is one perfectly unique in its way, and ex- 
tends from Marquette, a town on the south shore, distanceabout 150 miles 
from the Sault St. Marie, for 200 miles westerly along the shores of the lake, and for 
over 100 miles southerly into the states of Michigan and Wisconsin. Its peculiar cha- 
racter consists in the state of purity in which the different metallic products are found, 
copper existing in large masses extensively deposited in veins and beds in a state of ab- 
solute purity (if we excepta certain proportion of silver, which to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent is almost always intermixed with it), and iron in immense mountain masses, also 
in a state of purity —that is, as an ore—containing 90 to 98 per cent. of peroxide, being 
worth for metallic iron about 70 per cent. ‘These peculiar characteristics form the dis- 
tinguishing feature of the Lake Superior mineral region, and also render its exploitation 
easy and progtable. Our iron district is without doubt the most remarkable among the 
mineral regions yet discovered. It consists of a range of hills, elevated above the sur- 
face of the lake 1000 feet, or thereabouts; the prevailing rock is chloritic slate, highly 
crystalline, generally indistinctly bedded, but sometimes laminated, and easily cleft into 
thin plates. Its colour is dark green, and it is traversed by veins of quartz, carrying 
iron pyrites in places: iron is generally diffused throughout the mass of these slates. 
At the axis of elevation are found protruding throughout the ridge mountains of iron, 
some of which bear the character I have already referred to, others being more or less 
intermixed with siliceous impurities, generally in such places forming a beautifully va- 
riegated jasper, which contains from 30 to 50 per cent. of ore. Three mines are now in 
course of operation and successful working, owing chiefly their profitable working to the 
fact of their nearness to the lake shore. These mines are situated in Negaunee town- 
ship, about 18 miles from the town of Marquette, which farnishes the port for shipment 
of the ores, A railway has been built from the town at the lake to the mines, and last 
year carried down about 200,000 tons of ore, In consequence of our political troubles, 
the trade has this year suffered somewhat, and shipments have fallen off seriously. The 
nearest mine to the lake is the Jackson Mine (about 14 miles from Marquette), which 
has been opened about six years; the first three years little was done in the way of 
shipment, the country being quite unsettled, and the origina! forest having to be cleared 
off, roads built, and much done in the way of opening. The mine is an open quarry, 
with a face of about 30 or 40 feet high, and of various widths, the vein—if vein it can be 
called—being generally 1000 feet wide. This mine last year employed 170 men, blast- 
ing and throwing down ore, at an expense of 1°25 c. per hand (equal to 5s. sterling), which 
would make about 30c. (1s. 3d. sterling) per ton of ore loaded on the cars for shipment.

THE NORTH HAFOD SILVER-LEAD MINES. 


Srmr,—I am much indebted to Capt. Matthew Francis for his kind as- 
sistance to me and many others in trying to understand the prospectus and 
map of the North Hafod Silver-Lead Mines. Presuming still upon his 
indulgence, I would ask him, in no captious or unfriendly spirit, for a little 
further light upon the subject, which is of considerable interest to the min- 
ing world. I suppose it will be admitted that the outcrop of the rocks 
in Cardiganshire correspond with the undulations represented in Mr. Ramsay’s hori- 
zontal sections of the country ; and that being the case, we have bands of rock running 
north by east and south by west, with some trifling local variations. The lithological 
character of these beds change from a soft shale, through many varieties of slate, flag, 
and argillaceous rock, to a coarse gritstone and conglomerate; and the productiveness of 
the mineral veins traversing them is intimately related to these changes. Now, if we 
go along the strike of these beds, we find that the argillaceous rocks are the richest in 
metallic ores, and accordingly Mr. Warington Smyth has selected six zones as the na- 
tural division of the mineral-bearing rocks of the district, rnanning with the strike of the 
country north by east and south by west. But if we go along the country, described on 
the North Hafod map by pink belts, from north-west to south-east we cut the strike of 
these beds at an obtuse angle, and in a few miles must meet with the various rocks of 
the country,—argillaceous and arenaceous, or mineral-bearing and barren rocks. Such 
is the way in which I read the geological map of the country, and the scientific and 
practical works on the subject by men of high standing. Hence the necessity for some 
further explanation. 

Besides, Capt. Francis speaks of the “ grain of the slate,” or “ length line of Jamina- 
tion” (which I take to be the strike of the rocks, and not what is termed “ slaty cleav- 
age”), as north by east and south by west. He represents this grain or lamination as 
“the boundary of the range of electricity, or the variation of the needle towards the east 
in a bygone era of geological history.” However stupid or slow of comprehension I may 
appear, | must confess my inability to understand this sentence, which I am sure Capt. 
Francis will do me the favour of explaining more fully, as the principles of science are 
capable of exact interpretation, and a little more fulness in the statement will, no doubt, 
make it clear. Again, | am puzzled at the succeeding sentence, which reads,—* The 
undulations referred to are another thing, and belong to a different epoch, and are 5° to 
the west of magnetic north.” I am almost afraid I shall misrepresent Capt. Francis if 
I say that, in admitting the strike of the rocks to be north by east and south by west, 
he contradicts himself when he states that the undulations are 5° to the west of mag- 
netic north. The geological surveyors, whose authority in such matters is indisputable, 
give the strike as parallel to the axes of the undulations, or, in other words, the undu- 
lations and the strike are north by east to south by west. 

Tam sorry to trouble Capt. Francis, but I and the world in general, who follow the 
geological maps and standard scientific books, are apt to be misled by new th 
especially in practical matters, such as the introduction of new mines to the pu o 
need scarcely add that I am induced to put these questions solely by a desire 
the facts, as represented in the map and prospectus of the North Hafod Mines.

PROGRESSIVE MINES—WEST POLMEAR AND GRENVILLE'*

Some time previous to the meeting I 
sold my shares for a valuable consideration to a responsible party, and some of my 
friends did the same; but we are all included in Mr. Fuller’s list, and have since been 
served with reports of the meeting of Sept. 17, and applications have also been made to 
us for payment of the call which was fixed by a resolution passed at that meeting. Can 
Mr. Fuller’s theory hold good, that he is not bound, as purser, to register any transfer 
whatever, so long as the company is under any liabilities? Both I and my friends sold 
our shares for value to Individuals who were willing to take them at any risk; and it 
is our intention to assert our right to do so at any cost. The rules of this mine speci- 
fically provide that a transfer of shares may be made and registered at any time, on pay- 
ment of all calls then owing. This was the case with my friends and myself when the 
transfers of our shares were sent in for registry. It is only upon an abandonment of 
shares that a proprietor in this mine retains, under the rules, any liability. With re- 
spect to the company’s liabilities, is it not monstrous that any should exist, seeing that 
this mine was only started at the close of 1859, and that upwards of 10,0007. have been 
called up in respect of it? To give you an instance of the extraordinary management of 
this concern, two of the shareholders whose transfers Mr. Fuller has declined to register 
have, in addition to an application for payment of the call made at the meeting of the 
17th, been served, without any previous notice, with a writ at the instance of the cap- 
tain for his wages for several months ; but this writ will, of course, be opposed. 

I am informed that the capabilities of the Pelyn Wood Mine are considerable; but it 
is difficult to see how its resources can be properly developed under such unbappy aus- 
pices as those which at present hang over it. Is there no way of having the company 
wound-up? If there is, and we, who have already transferred our shares, are to be 
made liable, should not every person who has been a shareholder from the commence- 
ment of the concern also join in such liability ?—Liverpool. P. R, C,

Mr. F, Pryor (the manager) read the report from the agents, of which the following 
is an abstract :— 

Downing’s Lode: The rise in back of the 155 is worth 20/. per fm.; this will make 
a midway level between the 155 and 128, and is in whole ground .—Menadue Lode: The 
stope in bottom of the 140 is worth 15/. perfm.

The CHAIRMAN said he would not detain the meeting by any preliminary remarks, 
beyond stating that a lengthened report was about to be submitted, which would explain 
every detail with respect to the large expenditure that bad been incurred during the 
four months included in the accounts just presented. The accounts had been duly audited 
by the committee, and found to be perfectly correct. 

The Secretary then read the report of the agents, as follows :— 


Sept. 23.—We beg to hand you our report of these mines and labour done for the last 
four months. The sumpmen have put in 100 fathoms of skip-road in the engine-shaft, 
a steam-whim has been erected, with shaft tackle and pulleys, stands, &c., and working 
well, The engine-shaft has been sunk 5 fathoms, the lode in this distance has been 
worth 301. per fathom, The 80 has been opened cast and west 4 fathoms. The lode in 
the eastern end has been split by a horse of ground, but we expect in a short distance it 
will come together again, and makeanimprovementinthelode The lode inthe western 
end is 2 feet wide,a very promising lode, but not so rich asin the shaft at present. The

‘The CHAIRMAN stated that Capt. Kendall was present, who would afford any other 
information that shareholders might desire. 

The Secretary said he had that morning received a letter from the mine, to the effect 
that “the 80 end west had considerably improved—there was now a fine lode in that 
end, worth from 15/7, to 202. per fm. ; and the eastern end was also improving.” It was 
true they had been for some time under a cloud, but from all the data he could collect 
he considered their future would be of an encouraging and satisfactory character. Before 
another meeting took place the mine wouid be in a much better position than at the 
present time, and he trusted that some considerable reserves of ore would by that time 
be laid open. From the statements of Captain Kendal! it would appear that the last 
sampling, of 134 tons of rich ore—iwo months’ returns—would realise 1000/., and that 
tue next sampling for the following two months would be an improvement even upon 
the preceding ; and he (the secretary) hoped they would go on increasing their samplings, 
witu a diminished expenditure. From the discoveries made and the ground opened, he 
thought they might expect at the expiration of about 12 months to see Charlotte United 
paying dividends to its proprietors. 

Mr. R. LANyon was glad to havean opportunity of attending a general meeting. As 
a member of the committee, he was constantly on the mine, and very much pleased was 
he with the manner in which Captain Kendall was carrying out the operations. He 
thought the saccess which had attended those operations during the past few months 
would, if continuous, prove a guarantee for future dividends. It was true a very large 
expenditure had been incurred, but the prospects which the property now presented 
fully justified that expenditure.

Since then 240 fms. of ground had been opened, and he had now the satisfaction 
of informing the meeting that, after much difficulty and considerable expense, the pro- 
perty was placed in an efficient working condition. They bad a lode in the cross-cut 
south between 2 and 3 feet wide, worth about 82. per fm., and which he estimated could 
be stoped for 35s. per fm. He proposed sinking a shaft from surface, and rising against 
it: that lode traversed the entire sett. There was another lode still farther south, which 
had been discovered at 15 fins. from surface.

The report of the agent was read, as follows :— 


Sept, 21.—During the past four months the engine-shaft has been sunk 6 ft. below the 
115 fm, level, plat cut in the east end of shaft, plunger fixed in the 115 fm. level, and 
wood rods from the 74 to the 115 fm, level, and in the course of another week we shail 
be in a good working order to sink the shaft with all speed. ‘The 115 fm. level has been 
driven east on the course of the lode 15 fms. ; the lode in this driving has been from 1 to 
3 ft. wide, producing tin sufficient to pay the cost of dressing when to surface, but notin 
quantity to pay for stoping the lode. In the present end the lode is 144 ft. wide, com- 
posed of mundic, quartz, iron, and peach, with a Jittle tin. The winze has been sunk 
below the 100 to the 115 fm. level, and is communicated, which gives good ventilation 
to the bottom of the mine, At the bottom of this winze we are driving a cross-cut north, 
with anticipation of entting the main part of the lode, which I think, when cut into, will 
drain the 100 fm. level. The 100 fm. level has been driven 8 fms., lode worth for the 
distance driven from 107, to 15/7. per fm.; in the present end the lode is worth 102, per 
fm. Since we first met with tin in this level we have driven 50 fms., the lode being 
worth in places 100/. per fin., and the tin continued above the level about 2 fms., from 
which we have raised and sold near 3000/7. worth of tin. The bottom of this level is not, 
so far as we have seen of it, equal to the lode we have taken away from the level 
and for 2 fms, above; but as there js not much done in the bottom of the level, it would 
be rather hasty to give an opinion as to what the result of this bunch of tin will be in 
going down.

Ey confining our operations to 
those points, and as we have now the pitwork in good working condition, also the new 
boiler in and working, with the spare materials we have on the mine, which I would 
advise selling, as it is not probable we shall ever want them here again, our loss for the 
next four months will be very trifling, if we can work the bottom of the 100 to an ad- 
vantage; but ifthe water is not drained, so that we cannot work this ground, our loss 
will be 1007. per month. —S, WILLIAMs, 


The CHAmRMAN having moved the adoption of the report and accounts, stated that their 
agent, Capt. S. Williams, was present, who would be glad to afford any additional infor- 
mation that shareholders might desire. 

The Secreranry said that he wished tomakea few remarks with regard to the financial 
position of the company before Capt. Williams entered into his explanation with regard 
to the position and prospects of the undertaking. In the statement of accounts just pre- 
sented there was included the cost of the new boiler, which amounted to 208/. 7s. 11d., 
and also the expense af a large quantity of new pitwork, amounting to considerably more 
than 100/., so that a sum of something like 4007, had been credited for what might be 
termed the improvement and efficiency of the plant, and while the whole of the expen- 
diture had been credited, no account was taken of the value of the old materials, which 
probably would realise about 109/, The pitwork referred to would take them down at 
least 12 fms. below the 115—that, in addition to the unexpected falling off in the value of 
a portion of their tin ground, referred to from time to time in their agent’s reports (as pub- 
lished in the Mining Journal), would fully explain the reason of the somewhat altered 
appearance of the balance-sheet from that presented at the Jast gencral meeting. As re- 
garded the prospects of their property, from what he could gather from Capt. Williams, 
and from other sources, he considered there were several points which presented prospects 
of a favourable character, Ile regarded the cross-cut driving north and south at the deep 
adit, 40 fms. from surface, as in itself a good speculation; for should any side lode be in- 
tersected—of which there was the greatest probability -an entirely new mine would be 
opened up. The course of tin passed through in the 100 fm. level had not yet been 
reached in the 115, that leygl not having yet been unwatered ; but it was the opinion of 
Capt. Williams, from the indications presented in the cross-cut, that the main lode was 
still standing to the north, Another 6 ft. driving would throw considerable light upon 
this point. Another very important feature was the great and he considered satis- 
factory change that had taken place inthe granite. The lode in the 115 had become very 
much impregnated with iron, imparting to the granite a strong reddish colour, precisely 
similar to that in Doleoath, Cook’s Kitchen, and other mines in the same locality, The 
sinking of the engine-shaft from the 115 to the 130 would be another very important 
point.

Capt. 8S. WiLLtaMs (who explained the various points of operation by means of a sec- 
tion) said they had driven in the 100 fm, level about 30 fms., from which, and 2 fms. 
above, there had been sold 30007, worth of ore. In the 115 fathom level, which was 
25 fms, behind the point reached in the level above, a cross-cut had been put out to in- 
tersect the lode, which he thought would be reached in about a fortnight. When the 
parallel lode was cut, the tin ground above would bedrained, From the western part of 
the mine the parties who formerly worked it raised from above the adit level sufficient 
copper to pay for the purchase and erection”of the engine. In the eastern part of the 
mine they were putting out a cross-cut, which was considered to be in itself an excellent 
speculation. Its object was to cut the side lodes which were known to exist, one of 
which might open out results quite equal to those realised in the western part of the sett. 
In sinking the shaft from the 115 they had good reason to expect some important result, 
from the fact that a change had taken place in the character of the lode, which now con- 
tained more tron—indeed, the general character of the lode was now similar to {hat in 
the adjoining mines of Dolcoath, Condurrow, Stray Park, and others. There were se- 
veral points of importance, the issue of which he looked forward to with the greatest in- 
terest. The future cost would be considerably easier, as no further outlay for machinery 
would be incurred. 

Mr. M‘CALLAN enquired at what rate the cross-cut was being driven ?—Capt. WILLIAMS 
replied that it was being driven by eight men, who were driving about 6 ft. per week. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired the reason the winze had been stopped ?—Capt. WILLIAMS 
replied that it had been stopped in consequence of the water; it would be more to the 
benefit of the proprietors to resume the winze when it had been thoroughly drained than 
now to continue its development, 

The Cuateman, in answer to a remark from a shareholder, said that it was utterly 
impossible for anyone to have foreseen that there would have been such a falling off in 
the value of the bottom of the 100. It had not, however, come upon the shareholders 
at this meeting with surprise, for Capt. Williams had from week to week, in his reports 
which were published in the Mining Journal, informed them of the fact. 

The report was then received and adopted, and the accounts passed and allowed. 

The CuarrMan said the next point he had to bring before the meeting was one of 
finance. It had been seen by the statement of accounts just submitted that there existed 
an adverse balance of 1307. Now,the committee had, he considered, very prudently de- 
termined to recommend that a call should be made sufficient to meet the computed de- 
ficiency between the returns and the expenses—100/. per month—irrespective of any 
discovery that might be made during that period. As a large shareholder, holding 
1-12th of the mine, he strongly advocated the adoption of that course, which would, in 
the event of a discovery being made, place the company in an excellent financial posi- 
tion, but should it be otherwise the assumed deficiency during the next four months 
would be met.

During the six months, 181834 tons 
of lead sold produced nearly 100/. less than the 1754 tons sold during the previous half- 
year. Thereduced price of lead also diminishes the estimated value of stock. The cost 
of repairing the damages caused by the heavy rains of last winter, both at Linares and 
Cordova, have to be borne by these accounts. The Cordova Smelting Works are now 
in operation, and lead produced there has already been sold and delivered in England. 
A steam-engine of ample power for winding and crushing has been erected at the mine, 
and is favourably reported upon.

past half-year had been attended with profit, and that the loss shown in the accounts | 
was @ mere statement of figures. If they had sold during the half-year 1800 tons of 
lead, clearly every ton had brought a profit of between 3/. and 4/. per tou, taking the ac- 
tual cost of production and the amount it realised in the market. The apparent loss 
was consequent upon the re-valuation of the stock on hand as compared with the valua- 
tion made upon Dec. 31; therefore, it was but an ideal Joss, not an actual loss. If lead 
increased in price their stock would show an immense profit, but none the more real. 
Mr. BRAMWELL apprehended that the loss consequent upon the reduced price of lead 
would be more sensibly felt during the current half-year than it had been during the past. 
Mr. J. Taytor (managing director), referring to the Cordova smelting establishment, 
stated they were now smelting at Cordova much cheaper than at Linares. The price of 
labour at Linares was kept up to its maximum, whereas at Cordova there was a super- 
abundance of labour. Another argument in favour of Cordova was the fact that the men 
engaged in the smelting operations at Linares were excessively independent, and the 
supply of brushwood had been entirely exhausted. It, therefore, became the more and 
more desirable that they should smelt at Cordova, He was decidedly of opinion that 
Cordova was the place for smelting. With regard to the possibility of limiting the 
raisings from the mine, as urged by Mr. Coxhead, that was one of the most difficult ques- 
tions, and one which had been most anxiously discussed by the board. But considering 
the large expense incurred in mining, and in providing machinery, it was met thought 
prudent to limit the production. The other point raised by Mr. Coxhead was the policy 
of raising money upon the produce, and so reserve its sale until lead had resumed its 
former value. Now, with regard to that, he might state he was strongly in favour of the 
continuance of their present course—selling their cargoes as they arrive; that is to say, 
to take the market price as it occurs, The cost of the mine, which had been referred to, 
had been swelled in consequence of the expenditure upon the erection of the new ma- 
chinery, and the smelting cost had increased, by the altering of the furnaces, in the 
larger amount of coal consumed, having discontinued the use of brushwood. The 
reserves in the mine were unquestionably diminished, and there could be no ques- 
tion that was a somewhat uncomfortable feature ; that was consequent upon the fact that 
the upper levels had reached the eastern boundary. There was no blinking the fact that 
when their mine was so very rich in the upper levels the mine had not been deepened 
in proportion to the exhaustion taking place in the upper levels. As regarded the 
deeper parts of the mine, he might inform the meeting there was no falling off in the 
95 as compared with the 85; indeed, they might look forward to a long ran of good 
ore ground in that (the 95) level. The eastern part of the mine was opening well, 
and the machinery recently erected would enable them to work the property far more 
economically than hitherto. If only from that fact, he thought shareholders would find 
they had been right in adopting his recommendation. There was nothing to fear with 
regard to the future of the mine—already they had sufficient ore in view to furnish them 
for ten years to come at their present rate of production, which was generally consi- 
dered to be afine reserve. Their reserves were very accurately estimated ; in fact, he 
believed they were under estimated. Therefore, as far as the mine was concerned, he 
saw no reason whatever for the slightest discouragement. As to the price of lead, when 
he stated that during the last year the export from England to the United States did not 
exceed 66 tons of pig-lead, as compared with 3000 tons the previous year, he thought 
shareholders would see the cause of the depression, although it was true that the demand 
in Hong Kong had considerably increased. 

The CHAIRMAN gave it as the opinion of the board that there was not the slightest 
reason for apprehension ; but, on the contrary, the prospects presented were of an en- 
couraging character. 

The report and accounts having been unanimously received and adopted, a vote of 
thanks to the Chairman and directors was passed, when the proceedings terminated.

THE WAR IN WESTERN VIRGINIA. 


Kanawna, Ava. 28.—In consequence of the blockade of the Ohio and 
Kanawha rivers on the one side, the closing of the post-offices and entice 
stop of the mails on the other, we have had no means of communication 
for cm past two months; the retreat, however, of the Secession army from 
the Kanawha Valley, and its occupancy by the Northern troops, have again 
given us egress by the way of the river ; it is to be hoped such may con- 
tinue, but the chances of war may again shut us up. Every description of business in 
the way of mining and manufactures, with some slight exceptions, has been suspended ; 
the operatives, for want of employment, have mostly gone into the ranks of either one 
or the other of the belligerents. This county is very much divided, but the majority 
are for the Union; the wealthier part of the community, however, are Secessionists, and 
consequently influence a great many others. There were about 4000 men encamped at 
various points along the river, but chiefly at and in the vicinity of Charleston (Kanawha 
Court-house). On the invasion of the valley by the Federal troops, who numbered about 
7000 men, a slight battle took place at Scary Creek, near Coalsmouth, between the 
advance guard of the Northern army and 700 Secessionists ; a few were killed on either 
side, but neither appear to have gained any advantage, as both retired at night. Two 
days after this, after destroying most of the bridges, and burning a steamer, the entire 
Virginian forces, headed by ex-Governor Wise, retreated precipitously up the river, 
where they have been posted among the mountains ever since. What will be the ulti- 
mate result of this uncalled-for rebellion it is i ible to say; that it will seriously

Meratiic Sarery-Fuse.—An interesting lecture upon this fuse was 
delivered at Wadebridge, on Monday, by Mr. J. 8. Phené. The nature of the earth’s 
crust, and the various processes of mining, having been briefly referred to, as well as 
the various inventions which had from time to time been brought forward for the pre- 
vention of the various classes of accidents to which miners were subjected, Mr. Phené 
directed attention to the different kind of fases which had been successively used by the 
miner—the rush, the straw, and the now almost universally adopted safety-fuse—con- 
cluding by explaining the merits of the metallic fuse ; remarking that the tests, both in 
London and at the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic Institution, had been attended with 
complete success. At the conclusion of the lecture, the Chairman (the Rev. Sir Hagh 
Molesworth, Bart.) expressed his opinion that the metallic fuse must ultimately super- 
sede the ordinary safety-fuse, as the safety-fuse had superseded the old rush and straw. 
The metallic fuse was more certain in its action, and would bear rougher usage.

Surveys are being made—if, indeed, they are not already completed— 
for a line of railway along the valley of the Dordogne, which would have 
the effect of uniting by the most direct and most readily executed route 


Libourne and Bordeaux to Lyons and the east of France, and would put 
those two Atlantic ports in direct rapport with Switzerland, Piedmont, 
and a part of Germany. ‘The proposed line would also have the effect of 
conducting to the port of Bordeaux all the interoceanic traflic which has 
taken the Marseilles route, in consequence of the facilities of communica- 
tion which Marseilles enjoys with the interior districts. The line would 
be especially serviceable in connection with the transit of the coals of the 
rich basins of the Allier and the Dordogne, as it would accommodate in 
the course of 120 miles the basins of Fins and Noyant, Montet and Gabe- 
liers, Bezenet, Doyet, and Montvicq, Commentry, Ferri¢res, St. Eloy and 
La Vernade, La Sioule, d’Herment, Messeix, Singles, Champagnac, 
Brives, Donzenac, Juliac, &c, Several of these basins are not at present 
in working, in consequence of the want of suitable communications; but 
they lie so that they could nearly all be accommodated by one principal 
line. Bordeayx and the neighbouring towns are at present almost ex- 
clusively supplied with English coal, the want of direct communication 
rendering it impossible for French coalowners to sustain English compe- 
tition; but, if the proposed line be formed, it is contended—and the argu- 
ment really seems to be ond fide, and to possess considerable foree—that 
French coals could not only be delivered at Bordeaux, Libourne, La Ro- 
chelle, and Bayonne, so as to easily encounter English competitors, both 
as regards quantity, quality, and price, but also that, by a simple trans- 
shipment at the point at which the Dordogne becomes navigable, all the 
heavy products of the central plateau of France might be forwarded at 
small expense to the principal centres of consumption, maritime merchan- 
dise and over-sea products being taken as return freights. There are 
great forests in the valley of the Dordogne which even at this day are not 
utilised, although the wood required for mining purposes in the basins of 
the North of France has become rare and costly. Glass works might be 
established with advantage, there being excellent sand ready at hand, while 
Bordeaux would furnish an excellent outlet for the products obtained; 
the forges of the district, the production of which is now curtailed in con- 
sequence of the difficulty attending transport, would rapidly advance; fine 
bearings of calcareous formation would furnish lime, so useful in connec- 
tion with the development of agriculture; and important workings at Pont- 
gibaud and Joursat, mines of copper, alum, iron, and lead—to say nothing 
of quarries of marble—woull, it is argued, furnish inexhaustible employment 
for the line. Copper minerals brought as ballast to Bordeaux would, it is 
further urged, be no more forwarded, as at present, to the workshops and 
foundries of England, for abundant supplies of combustible would, on the 
completion of the line, permit their reduction and refining in the very 
heart of France; while stone from Volvic, and Mont-Dor, and pozzolano, 
which is abundant in the volcanic districts of Auvergne, would also form 
a source of traffic. We may add, with regard to the allusion to the posi-

Nothing can be done in the matter at present, in consequence of the sur- 
veys which have been prosecuted in the neighbourhood of Clermont not 
having been advanced sufficiently to admit of their consideration in the last 
Never, however, have questions of 
transit by railway, canal, and road attracted such attention in France as 
at present; and we learn, by advices which have come to hand from Paris 
since these observations were put in type, that a meeting of influential 
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rincipal b: f Bordeaux being at the head of the enterprise 
The situation of the metallurgical market of Charleroi continues satisfac- 
tory, little or no tendency being observed in the direction of an accumulation 
of stock, eitherin fontes or irons, the production being run off as fast as it ig 
brought forwarl. The interior demand absorbs a large portion of the 
supply. Prices remain without alteration, but the advices from France and 
England being considered favourable, the tone of the market is firmer. The 
Couillet steel manufactory, which made such a flourishing start some time 
since, but which has at present only yielded results which are described ag 
ruinous, is about to undergo a reorganisation; it is proposed to unite the 
fabrication of iron to that of steel, and the steel is to be produced from the 
irons of Sweden instead of the minerals of Spain. Better things are an- 
ticipated from the establishment when the contemplated change has been 
carried out. The supply of rails for a short line from Louvain to Heren- 
thals has been contracted for at Charleroi; the contract is for 3000 tons, 
and has been divided among several establishments. ‘The various work- 
shops of the district continue well employed. Prices of coals are main- 
tained, and some heavy deliveries for Gand, vid Louvain, are noted. Ad- 
vices from St. Dizier state that there is not much doing in fontes in that 
district, prices being considered relatively too high in comparison with the 
rates current for irons. The fabrication of fonte with coke is reported to 
be making progress in the department, and to be involving a competition 
with fonte fabricated with wood, the change being favoured by the fa- 
cility experienced in obtaining the combustible, and by the superior cha- 
racter of the fonte. Prices of rolled irons are firmly maintained, and the 
demand for hammered iron and axles, without being important, is pretty 
well sustained. 
The French Administration of Mines has just published some valuable 
statistics on the mineral industry of France. The particulars given refer 
more particularly to the seven years which elapsed between 1852 and 1859, 
when some former data were made public by what official men in England 
would call “the department;” but an interesting retrospective glance is 
also taken. It appears that since 1787 the production and consumption 
of coal in France has been steadily increasing, although some temporary 
checkshave been experienced. In 1787 the production was 215,000 metrical 
tons; in 1817, notwithstanding all the political crises through which 
the country passed in the eventful 30 intervening years, it had increased 
to 1,003,380 tons; and in 1827 it had further increased to 1,691,080 tons, 
In 1827 and the ten subsequent years a great impetus was given to indus- 
try by the introduction of steam-engines and railways, the production of 
coal rapidly and continuously increased, and the largely augmented total 
of 2,980,735 tons was attained in 1837. This aggregate further advanced 
to 5,153,205 tons in 1847, and to 7,901,757 tons in 1857, in which last 
year the coal production of France appears to have attained its maximum, 
for in 1858 the total quantity raised fell to 7,352,567 tons, although in 1859 
it rose again to 7,482,572 tons. ‘The statistics of 1860 are not yet made 
available by the Administration, but are no doubt fully equal in amount to 
those of the last few years. The consumption has been grounded upon the 
most solid possible basis—that of growing industrial prosperity, only one- 
sixth being taken for domestic purposes, while five-sixths are taken for 
workshops, railways, &c. In 1847 the total consumption was 76,488,753 
metrical quintals, but the revolution of 1848 caused a sudden fall to 
30,952,800 metrical quintals. In 1849 the consumption rallied to 
64,054,800 quintals, and it further improved to upwards of 72,000,000 
quintals in 1850, and 73,000,000 quintals in 1851. In the year following, 
1852, industry made such rapid strides, that the demand in 1857 reached 
a total of 131,494,665 quintals; and although in 1858 it fell to 126,930,344 
quintals, it recovered in 1859 to 130,630,618 quintals. Metallurgical in- 
dustry has made equally rapid progress, the production of fonte having ad- 
vanced from 1,125,000 quintals in 1819 to 9,923,325 quintals in 1857. In 
1858 it declined slightly, having fallen to 8.715,560 qnintals, and in 1859 
it further receded to 8,561,523 quintals. We have this week given only 
the general results which may be gathered from this interesting report, but 
we shall advert again to the subject. Meanwhile, it may be observed that 
the figures demonstrate that the constantly increasing demand shows that 
French coalowners and ironmasters may rest assured that their products 
will always be readily saleable, English competition notwithstanding, 
The forge masters of Haute-Marne, however, in view of the unfavour- 
able situation in which they consider that their establishments are placed 
by the treaties of commerce concluded between France and England and 
France and Belgium, solicit a reduction in the transport rate of combus- 
tible coming from the coal basin of Saarbruck; on the other hand, the 
royal direction of Prussian mines is concerned at the reduction of its sales 
in the Haute-Marne district, and the competition which it experiences from 
coals of the northern of France basin, and it demands a reduction in the 
rates charged for the transport of coals from Forbach to St. Dizier. It is 
contended that the Eastern of France Railway ought to compensate for the 
injury alleged to be done to the metallurgy of the Haute-Marne, and the 
reduction of the connection of the Prussian mines; but, on the cther hand, 
it is argued that any such demand is unjust, as the reduction claimed from 
the company seems insufficient to repair the grievance complained of. The 
return price of the combustible is thus made up:—First, purchase-money paid 
at the mine; secondly, intermediate expenses levicd ; thirdly, customs duties 
charged on entering France; and, fourthly, expenses of transport. ‘The 
second element of expense will be suppressed without delay, the company 
having prepared a tariff from each colliery for all destinations; this tariff 
has been confirmed by the Minister of Public Works, and only awaits the 
approbation of the Prussian Administration, which is not expected to be 
withheld, notwithstanding the manovuvres of intermediate interests. As 
to the purchase price at the mine, customs duties, and transport expenses, 
these three elements ought to be diminished simultaneously, and there is 
no reason why the Eastern of France Railway should make a sacrifice for 
the profit of a general interest if the French customs administration and 
the Prussian mining direction refuse to agree to an analogous abatement. 
It is suggested, however, that it would be desirable that the railway com- 
pany should make a reduction of 1c. per ton per kilometre, which would 
amount to a reduction of 2frs. 50c. per ton delivered, that the customs 
duties should be suppressed to the extent of 1 fr. 20c. per ton, and that the 
sale price at the Prussian mines should be reduced from 10 frs. to 7 frs. 50c. 
per ton. This would secure a saving of 6 frs. 20c. per ton to the Hante- 
arne forge masters, and lead to an increased demand which, it is thought, 
would eventually compensate the railway company for the remission of the 
centime per ton per kilometre. On the same principle it is contended that 
it would be to the interest of the Prussian Administration to make the pro 
posed reduction of 2trs, 50c. per ton—although an abatement of 25 | 
cent. is, in our judgment, rather a serious matter—as they would by 
doing preserve a market which they will otherwise lose. 

The question of the “ establishment ” of a maritime canal from St. Louis 
to the Gulf of Fos, in the South of France—which would secure easy and 
regular communication between the Rhone and the sea—is this year re- 
ported to have made some progress, the Government having taken a mass 
ot evidence on the subject from parties connected with Avignon, Arles, and 
Marseilles, the Duke of Malakhoff (the Pélissier of the Crimea) even ap- 
pearing in his capacity of Governor-General of Algeria to testify to the 
important bearing which the long-debated project has upon “the indus- 
trial, commercial, political, and military part which France is destined to 
play in the Mediterranean.” A commission appointed to consider the whole 
subject observe in one part of their report: —*‘‘ To the rich and extensive 
basin of the Loire, the development of which is only a question of facility and 
economy in transport, the opening of the proposed canal is of very great im- 
portance. The amelioration of the Higher and Lower Rhone once accom- 
plished, the collieries of the Loire could immediately aim at the great market 
of the Mediterranean, which amounts to at least 12,000,000 metrical quintals 
per annum, and their coals would reach the shores of Italy, Spain, and Egypt 
at prices much lower than those at which they can descend from the mines with 
the present means of transport. The question is an equally vital one as re- 
gards metallurgical establishments. ith the development of collieries, 
they would obtain coals at the cheapest rate, while the execution of the 
proposed works would unite the Mediterranean with the most populous 
and industrious districts of France, and permit them to receive at the lowest 
rate the minerals of Italy, Africa, and Spain, which in many cases com- 
prise from 60 to 70 per cent. of iron.” M. Pascal and Bernard, the en- 
gineers consulted, recommend that the proposed canal should be 30 metres 
wide, with 6 metres depth of water, that the Lower Rhone should be ren- 
dered free from the Rhone to Arles, with a depth of from 3 to 4 metres if 
possible, and that the Higher Rhone should be improved as far as Lyons. 

M. Carlhant, director of the Levant de Liége collieries, states that

A 
vein of coal struck at a depth of 54:50 metres offers a thickness of 0°30 metre 
of pure coal, and the coal obtained burns perfectly, with along flame, giving 
out a great amount of heat. The earths traversed as far as 60 metres, the 

t actual depth attained, are of remarkable regularity, and the direc- 
tions of the rocks are that generally observed in neighbouring collieries— 
either to the north-east or the south-west. All, then, leads to the pre- 
sumption that the new pit is situated at a part of the basin sufficiently near 
the centre to admit of the extraction from it of products suitable in all re- 
spects for different industrial and domestic wants. The French company 
which has obtained a concession of the site is sinking ventilating and airing 
shafts, and has commenced buildings for stables, workshops, powder- 
house, &c.; and from the vigorous impulse given to these works, it is ex- 
pected that the concern will commence the sale of its products in December. 

M. Harzé, mining engineer, has devised a hydraulic telegraph for mines, 
of which it may be interesting to give some details. ‘The apparatus ordi- 

narily employed in foreign mines to transmit orders from subterranean 
workings are imperfect. They consist generally of thin rods of iron united 
end to end, or, rather, lines of iron wire running along pits, and having 
attached at the upper extremity a little bell and a counterpoise. But this 
plan is open to objection, seeing that the means of transmitting signals is 
exposed to rupture ; and it is more especially objectionable because the 
employment of one and the same bell in order to give all the signals in use 
necessarily involves a confusion which frequently causes grave accidents. 
M. Harzé, returning from a mine belonging to the Mons district, whete he 
had examined the consequences of a very grave accident arising from a 
confusion of this kind, sought out a simple means of transmitting signals, 
which, while it would not require a too delicate instrument, should be ca- 
le of indicating well-defined differences. In the arrangement which 
. Harzé was led to devise a small metallic tube runs all along the height 
of a pit; this tube is filled with water, and bent back at its lower part, and 
the two extremities, one of which abuts at the brim of the pit, and the other 
at the point from which signals are to be made, are furnished with plung- 
ing pistons hermetically closing the two extreme orifices. ‘The lower pis- 
ton, which would otherwise be pushed outward by the weight of the liquid 
column in the tube, is maintained by a counterpoise, or some other suitable 
arrangement; and it will be readily seen that any movement given to the 
lower piston, which is termed a “ manipulator,” is readily transmitted to the 
other, or “receiver.” If the receiver is surmounted with a curved hook, 
which catches a pinion, a needle fixed on its axis can, in traversing a dial 
which is annexed to it, indicate various points, corresponding to different 
signals, while little hammers placed on the hook can strike bells. The 
manipulator can be fitted in the same manner, but the needle should be fur- 
nished with a handle. By this means signals can be as well transmitted 
from the surface to a point below, as from the latter to the surface. M. 
Harzé has also a different signalling arrangement worked with a screw, 
and he has carefully arranged the signals corresponding to different posi- 
tions of the needle, so as to avoid any confusion, one position being chosen 
as an initial point, to which the needle always returns before giving a new 
signal. The difficulties attending the working of the apparatus have, it 
is stated, been all foreseen and provided for. ‘Thus, in order to avoid the 
effects likely to result from a freezing of the water, M. Harzé proposes to 
alcoholise it, or to dissolve a saline body in it. ‘The expense attending 
this operation would be very small, since 10 litres (a litre is 1} pint Eng- 
lish) would suffice to fill a tabe 100 metres high and a square centimetre 
(a centimetre is 0°39 inch English) in diameter. ‘The contraction or loss 
of liquid has the effect of displacing the relative positions of the plungers, 
and in order to obviate this inconvenience, it is sufficient to place above 
the column, and laterally, a wedge which limits the descending course of 
the receiver piston, and a little below a small reservoir, put in communica- 
tion with the great tube by a pipe furnished with avalve. Thus the down- 
ward course of the piston is arrested, and the supply of water in the tube 
maintained at its proper point. Dilatation of the water produces an equally 
injurious effect as contraction, but in a contrary sense; and this. inconve - 
nience is remedied by adjusting at the summit of the column a pipe which 
diverts the surplus liquid into the reservoir before mentioned. Lastly, if 
the depth of a pit, and consequently the length of the tube, is such that it 
becomes difficult to obviate the loss of liquid submitted to a very strong 
pressure, the column is broken by aseries of cylinders; levers and counter- 
poises secure equilibrium in each section, and the little cylinders play the 
part of relays in electric telegraphy. 

The coalowners and ironmasters of the Pas de Calais district loudly de- 
mand the openiag, with the least possible delay, of a line of railway from 
Boulogne to Calais, which, “in its course from Calais to Marquise, would 
give the metallurgical establishments of that place and Outreau the possi- 
bility of subsisting, notwithstanding the English competition, which has 
already occasioned them great difficulties and interruption of business.” 
They also contend that if it is impossible to suppress altogether navigation 
dues, and at the same time maintain navigation in an efficient state, they 
hope that the rates charged on coal and coke in the interior of the Pas de 
Calais will, at any rate, be reduced to the lowest category, as has been the 
case with the other navigable communications of the French empire. An 
organ of the coalowners adds that, since they must resign themselves to 
the struggle entailed by the adoption of the new political economy which 
has been received by neighbouring states with a glee indicating the ad- 
vantages which they expect to derive from it, improvements in the means 
of transport must not be neglected in the district, that the draught of water 
in the canal from Aire to La BassGe must be increased to 1°80 metres, the 
navigation of the Scarpe improved, and canals from Noeux, Bruay, Lawe 
Supérieure, Lillers to Choques, &c., executed. It is gratifying to find that 
the French coalowners who (like the British agriculturists in 1849-50), 
fancied themselves “kilt intirely ” by the new 7égime, have not quite lost 
all energy or hope of defending their position against the foreign compe~ 
tition, of which they have professed such dread. If they sedulously utilise all 
the advantages they possess they will, no doubt, be able to hold their own. 





Some curious machines are being offered to the public at the present 
Exhibition at Metz. Amongst others is a parachute invented by M. Jacquet, 
of Arras, to prevent the accidents to which workmen in mines are subject 
from the breaking of the ropes during their descent. The same M. Jacquet 
exhibits a very simple machine for boring rocks. A machine invented by 
M. Genez, of the Doubs, manufactures 400 nails in aminute. A machine 
for corking bottles is moved with the foot like the pedals of a piano. By 
this instrament, which costs from 30 to 36 frs., 250 bottles may be corked 
: hour. There are specimens of paper manufactured solely of hay by 

eyer, of Cusset in the Allier, and sold at 75 frs. the 100 kilogrammes, 
98 irs. when the material is composed of 50 per cent. of hay and 58 per 
cent, of rags, and 108 frs. when there is only 25 per cent. of hay. 








Ruopes Bank Cotiiery, OLpHAM.—It was some weeks ago noticed in 
the Mining Journal that the owners of this colliery had been fined on three 
informations for neglect of general rules. One of the penalties, amount- 
ing to 52., on the recommendation of Mr. Dickinson, the Inspector, and 
by direction of the Secretary of State, has, we learn, been paid to the 
widow of Edward Schofield, who lost his life from suffocation, arising 
from the want of air and the presence of fire-damp and noxious gas. The 
other penalties go into the Treasury, and form part of the Consolidated 
Fund, asthe Act directs. It is only the penalty forthe neglect which oc- 
casioned the accident that can be paid to the relatives of the deceased or 
injured persons. 

INSUFFICIENT VENTILATION, AND NeGLectinc To Lock Sarerty- 
Lamps.—At Atherton, on Monday, proceedings were taken against Mr. 
Thomas Fletcher, managing partner of the Great Boys Colliery, Tyldesley, 
in the Manchester district, for neglecting to provide an adequate amount 
of ventilation, and to lock each safety-lamp, as required by the first and 
third general rules of the Mines Regulation and Inspection Act. Mr. F. 
Andrews, solicitor, conducted the cases on behalf of Her Majesty’s In- 
Spector of Mines; and Mr. Foulkes, solicitor, defended. It appeared that 
as some of the workmen went in to work on the 29th ult., there was no 
signal set to show that there was danger, nor were they warned. Having 

accustomed, however, to meet with a little fire-damp occasionally 
when the air was behind, and which on previous occasions they had got 
rid of either by batting it out or by working in it continuously, so as to 
Prevent it accumulating, they were trying for fire-damp with a candle, 
when the fired at the candle and burnt a collier named James Harding. 
James ‘Allen, the underlooker, and Adam Seddon, the fireman, proved 
that the ventilation was worse than usual on this occasion in consequence 
of the water having risen and stopped the air, and from the airway not 
having been kept sufficiently close to the face of the working. ‘The neg-

MINERAL SUBSTANCES, AND THEIR APPLICATION. 


Some few years since a considerable amount of attention was directed 
to the various bituminous substances existing in enormous quantities in 
certain parts of the West Indies, the Trinidad pitch and the Cuban cha- 
papote being amongst those held in the highest estimation. With respect 
to the Trinidad pitch, it was shown that it was capable of yielding a very 
large percentage of valuable products, in the shape of rich hydrocarbon 
oils; durable waterproofing varnishes, suitable for coating ships, &c.; and 
many other equally marketable articles. And the Cuban chapapote was 
admitted to be very little inferior in quality, and applicable to quite as 
many useful purposes. Yet both substances have remained comparatively 
neglected. The company formed in this country for working the Trinidad 
pitch became extinct before actual working operations were commenced ; 
and the Cuban chapapote is,even at the present time, known only to the few, It is now, 
however, probable that the latter substance, at least, will become an article of general 
consumption. An inveution, to which we have already briefly referred in the Mining 
Journal, has recently been patented by Mr. J. J. De Arrieta, whose name is well known 
in connection with mining and mineral interests in Cuba, It relates to the employment 
for various useful purposes of the chapapote, whether in its concrete, viscous, pasty, or 
more or less fluid condition, and either alone or combiued with other substances. It 
may be applied to wood, metal, and various other materials, and to fabrics, articles, and 
structures manufactured or constructed therefrom, and to parts thereof, to protect and 
preserve them from wear, damp, oxidation, corrosion, the action of liquids or gaseous 
fluids, acids, and insects, and other agents or causes of deterioration, injary, and decay ; 
it may also be applied to ornament them, to strengthen them, and to render them im- 
pervious to water, gases, and other fluids. Amongst the instances of the foregoing pro- 
tective, preservative, and useful applications may be mentioned its use in coating ships 
and plates for armour, vessels, and floating batteries, in insulating and protecting tele- 
graphic wires, strengthening rope and cordage, coating sleepers, rails, and railway chairs, 
and numerous other applications and uses; combined with or applied to paper and cer- 
tain other materials, a fabric or material is produced suitable for protecting houses from 
damp, water, and atmospheric influences, for constructing pipes for fluids, and various 
other purposes. The chapapote may also be applied to the covering of roads or footpaths. 
The article or substance to be treated is taken either in a hot or cold state, and the cha- 
papote is applied thereon in picces, powder, paste, or in a state of more or less fluidity, 
and either with or without a preliminary coating of oil, paint, varnish, or fatty matter, 
and either with or without an exterlor coating thereof; in some cases applying heat for 
smoothing, melting, distributing, or shaping it by means of a heated instrument ; or the 
object or substance to be treated may be passed through a trough or vessel containing 
chapapote, and brought out through an ejection orifice, or a die; or it may be steeped or 
immersed in chapapote. For ropes, cordage, and fibrous and textile fabrics, they may 
be coated with or steeped in chapapote, either when manufactured, or their fibres or 
strands may be saturated therewith before weaving, twisting, or working them up into 
the rope or fabric. Wire-rope may in like manner be coate¢ with chapapote in the 
strands, or before or after twisting, and may have an external hempen or fibrous cover- 
ing, also treated with chapapote. Mr. Arrieta finds that a preliminary coating cf coal- 
tar may be applied with advantage on the surface to be coated before applying chapapote. 
When the chapapote is heated for coating purposes by flame or gas, the effect of the heat 
may be modified by interposing wire gauze between the chapapote and flame. A thin 
layer of chapapote is mostly sutlicient. He finds that a little powdered quartz or other 
similar mineral substance mixed with chapapote before or after applying it renders the 
substance so treated better adapted for resisting concussion or blows. The more absorb- 
ent the substance to which the chapapote is applied the larger must be the proportion of 
oil used, A thin layer of chapapote is generally sufficient. Heat may be applied to the 
chapapote while being laid on to facilitate its mixture with the substances with which 
it is combined, or the chapapote may be mixed with other substances by heat, and stir- 
ring before applying it. If the surface to be coated be cold, he sometimes first applies 
thereon vegetable or coal-tar, or other mineral or vegetabie oils, and then sprinkles over 
it the chapapote in a state of powder, and then apply heat, smoothing down or not; or 
he sometimes heats the surface and then applies chapapote; or whether the surface be 
cold cr hot. He sometimes takes the chapapote in a stick or pieces, and melts or lique- 
fies it as required by igniting it in a flame or fire, and then applying it; or he takes it 
in @ more or less pasty or liquefied condition and applies it over the surface to be treated, 
smoothing it down afterwards or not; a cold smoothing instrument may sometimes be 
used. If the surface to be coated be more or less hot, he applies oily, tarry, or fatty 
matter first or not, then chapapote powdered or in pieces, and then heat by a heated in- 
strument or otherwise. If he uses pasty or liquefied chapapote, there is generally no 
necessity to apply additional heat. And, lastly, he sometimes immerses the article in 
hot chapapote. 

In its application to the paving or covering of roads and footpaths, the chapapote may 
be combined with oily, earthy, clayey, or other matters, by heating the materials and 
stirring well till the mixture is complete, and it is then pressed or moulded into blocks 
or other required shape, or otherwise solidified. Mineral matters may be mixed up with 
the chapapote before working it up into paving blocks or surfaces. When wood is used 
it should be steeped in heated chapapote. When wood or stone, or mineral substances 
are to be embedded in chapapote, the chapapote may be spread hot on the road or surface 
to be covered, and the wood, stone, or other substance pressed or embedded into it before 
it becomes cold. One mode of using chapapote with wood, stone, or other paving mate- 
rial, is to prepare slabs or pieces of chapapote and place the same heated or not in the 
interstices formed between the lumps or pieces of wood, stone, or paving material. For 
pavements, he recommends the addition of a layer of chapapote below or upon, or both 
below and upon wood prepared by immersing it in heated chapapote. In applying cha- 
papote for the formation of slabs for covering purposes, he sometimes mixes it with coal- 
tar, naphtha, naphthaline, and similar agents, also with finely ground flint, gravel, or 
mineral matter, which he stirs well while hot, and moulds into shape, preferring to coat 
the inside of the mould with sand. Thus,a slab or piece of stone, or other material, 
may be coated on both surfaces at once, first laying down chapapote, then the stone or 
surface to be covered, then chapapote. Rock, stones, or minerals may be added to the 
mixture in the mould before it gets cold. Slabs will adhere together by heating their 
edges, or by heated strips or pieces of chapapote. He finds concrete chapapote 2 parts, 
coal-tar or liquid chapapote 1 part, and mineral matter 3 parts, to be suitable proportions 
for paving and some other purposes; the mineral matters may be two-thirds fragments 
and one-third powder, though this relative proportion will be varied according to the 
nature of the mineral. 

In addition to the several purposes above enumerated, Mr. Arricta has found that a 
useful material may be manufactured by mixing chapapote, either heated or not, with 
dry paper-pulp, and then applying pressure. A strong fabric may likewise be manufac- 
tured by coating or saturating paper, pasteboard, or the like, or textile, felted, and fibrous 
fabrics with chapapote, suitable for gas and water-pipes, tanks, and other fluid vessels, 
ordnance, military aecoutrements, soles and linings for foot coverings, roofing (exterior 
and interior), and foundations of buildings, telegraphic insulators, ships and other ves- 
sels, and other purposes, For ornamenting, colouring or decorative agents may be mixed 
with the chapapote, the article to be ornamented being steeped therein, and then finished 
with a smooth instrument, by preference heated. Chapapote may be introduced in the 
brickwork, masonry, or interior of the walls of houses and structures, and used for facing 
and cementing brickwork and masonry of fortifications ; and metal-plates coated there- 
with or steeped therein may be used for armour-plating ships and floating batteries. 
For covering or paving roads or other surfaces, slabs may be prepared by mixing chapa- 
pote with oily matters, or with earthy, clayey, or other such like matters, or with both, 
expressing from it the excess of oily or other fluid, and employing it with or without 
granite or other rocky, stony, silicious, or mineral matter, or even metal or wood, which 
when used may be embedded by pressure in the chapapote in powder or fragments. Or 
prepared and pressed chapapote may be used as a foundation or cement for blocks of 
granite or other paving materials. 








Tue Granite Rocks or Donecat.—At the British Association Mr. 
R. H. Scott read a paper “On the Granite Rocks of Donegal, and the 
Minerals associated therewith.” He gave a short account of a mineralo- 
gical tour made by him, in company with Prof. Haughton, in the course 
of the summer, the results of which seemed to throw some light on the 
possible origin of granite. The district visited was Donegal, which county 
consists mainly of gneiss and mica slate, and is traversed in a N.E. direction by an axis 
of granite. This granite is of a peculiar composition, containing two felspars, one orthose, 
but the other not albite,as in the granite of the Morne mountains, but oligoclase—a 
mineral whose occurrence in the British Islands had only been noticed within the last 
twelve months. Prof. Haughton, to whom this discovery is due, was unfortunately un- 
able to attend the meeting. The facts were briefly these:—The granite contains oligo- 
clase and quartz, which combination appears to be a proof that the rock never was in a 
melted condition, as in that case these two minerals would have acted on each other, 
and formed common felspar. It lies in bands corresponding to the general lamination 
of the country, and in its character is essentially gneissose (laminated granite) ; and, 
lastly, at points inside the area of the granite, metamorpt.ic rocks (limestones and slates) 
are found with their bands, which areall more or less vertical, unchanged. These bands 
run for a distance, in one case, of nine miles across thecountry. The condition of these 
rocks is very similar to that of the same rocks outside the granite area, and it is a point 
of great interest to determine how they were formed there. Thesolution of this offered 
by the authors of the paper was that the whole of the rocks had been originally lami- 
nated, or subdivided by crystalline planes, and had been subjected to some actions which 
are termed metamorphic. The result of such action was to convert some into granite, 
some into gneiss, and some intocrystalline limestone and mica schist, without very much 
altering their relative positions. The possibility of granite being produced by any other 
means than simple heat seemed to them to be proved by the occurrence of feispar in 
quartz veins, which are usually admitted to have been filled by means of infiltration. 
Mr. Scott stated that there were several points in connection with these granites which 
showed a close relation between them and the granites of Norway. The whole question 

juired a carefal chemical and mi logical ination, which could not be concluded 
for some time. Among the types of rock found in Donegal is a syenite, the felspar of | 
which is oligoclase. The origin of this rock the authors are disposed to attribute to 
the addition of limestone to the granite. A similar syenite occurs at Carlingford, but 
contains anorthile—a felspar which would result from the admixture of a larger quan- 
tity of limestone than is necessary to produce oligoclase, and has been proved by Prof. 
Haughton to have such an origin. The anorthile syenite never occurs unless limestone 
is present in large excess, which is not the case in Donegal. In conclusion, Mr. Scott 
mentioned that the district described by him was very rich in minerals, some of which 
are extremely rare, and that he entertained no doubt that a more carefal examination 
would largely increase their number.—The President said that Mr. Marshall, Mr. Scott, 
and other gentlemen would certainly compel the elder geologists to a great extent to 
modify some of their original conclusions as to granite.

Mecuanicat Appiications to Mining.—Mr. J. Taycon, in describing 
the inventions exhibited at the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic Society, said 
it was of the utmost importance to those engaged in mining and other me- 
chanical pursuits that they should have brought before them those inven- 
tions and appliances which have been approved and adopted in other parts 
of the kingdom, in order that they may examine them, and, where useful, 
adopt them. One of these inventions, Bailey’s steam-gauge, is likely to prove a useful 
article: one of them is now at work at the steam-engine of the saw-mills.at the Fal- 
mouth Docks. The committee have awarded to the one exhibited a premium. Behind 
the steain-guage is a morticing and tetoning machine, with self-feeding motion, which 
performs these operations most effectually. Then we have what appears a simple in- 
vention, but which is likely to prove a very useful one—the improved spiral fluted nails. 
The judges consider that these nails will prove a great advantage in many kinds of work, 
that for strong work especially they will be found very useful,and the maker guaranteed 
that they should not cost more than common nails, The heads are cut across like screws, 
but that is not for the purpose of driving them into the wood, as they are hammered in 
like the common nail, but to enable them to be easily taken out again when necessary. 
Then we have a very curious application of bitumen to the manufacture of pipes they 
are made of such apparently flimsy materials as paper and bitamen, but which, when so 
made, are capable of bearing a pressure of from 200 to 220 Ibs. to the square inch, In 
this county the water in mines is impregnated with acid, which destroys the iron pipes 
employed, and I think Mr, Hunt will bear me out that these pipes are likely to resist 
the action of such acid. (Mr, Ilunr: Nodoubt.) That being so, I think they might be 
used with great advantage in this county instead of iron pipes, especially as they will 
not cost half so much as the latter. There is also a very ingenious invention, called the 
differential pulley block: by means of that simple machine you can accomplish what ia 
effected with the aidof blocksand winch. With a force of 1 lb. you can lift 20 or 22 Ibs. 
With regard to new inventions, if those brought out in our own county are not so nume- 
rous as on former occasions, still there are some that are likely to prove of considerable 
value. There is, for instance, the double action pump, which can be used either on ship- 
board or as a fire-engine onshore. It is capable of being applied as a torce pump, drawing 
the water to feed it atthe sametime. It is theinvention of Mr. Sara,of Penryn. Then 
we havea valuable machine for washing lead ores, exhibited by Mr. Hunt, of Porthleven. 
There can be no doubt that it will prove of great benefit to lead mines, and had the judges 
been satisfied that it was entitled to be considered a new invention, they would probably 
have awarded ita high premium; but it cannot be considered a new invention. It is, 
in fact, animprovement of the principle adopted in what is called the ** jigging machine ” 
—being * jigcing machine worked by a force pump, and is evidently founded upon one 
employed on Fowey Consols Mine by Capt. ’etherick ; butatthe same time itis a great 
improvement. The application of these machines to the washing of coal dust has be- 
come very extensive in France and the North of England, and you can hardly form a 
conception of its value for this purpose. In the North of England immense heaps of coal 
dust accumulated at the coal pits, which encumbered the ground, and were not only value- 
less, but frequently a source of inconvenience. Now, this machine cleans the coal dust 
from the earthy and other worthless particles with which it is mixed at a small expense, 
and the dust so cleaned is found to make the best of coke; so that by the application of 
the machine a previously worthless material has become of great valine. Mr. Flunt has 
applied this principle to the washing of lead ores, and I believe that every one who has 
seen his machine at work will allow that it is most effective. We have also in this de- 
partment machines and models which afte remarkable for the great excellence displayed 
in their construction. Among them is a very beautiful modei of a horizontal steam- 
engine, the work of a young man, an apprentiee at Hayle Foundry. Then there is the 
traversing plan, showing the whole of the workings of the United and Wheal Clifford 
Mines, with the traversing protractor, combining parallel ruler and scale, an instrument 
designed by Capt. Gray, of the United Mines. 





Tue ASSOCIATION FOR THE PREVENTION OF StEAM-Borter Exp.o- 
sions.—At the ordinary monthly meeting of the association, held at the 
offices, Manchester, on ‘Tuesday (Mr. Hugh Mason, vice-president, in the 
chair), Mr, Fletcher, chief engineer, in his report said—* I have for some 
time been anxious to refer to the great economic advantage that would be 
derived by the addition of steam-jackets to cylinders; and though these 
may be difficult to supplement to those already constructed, still our members are con- 
stantly laying down new engines, when they could be introduced, The steam-jacket was 
first applied nearly 100 years ago by James Watt; and in his original engine, which 
effected such a revolution in the use of steam, it was one of the fundamental principles; 
and for it a special claim was made in his patent. With the exception of the Cornish 
pumping-engine, which has for years maintained acharacter for great economy, the steam- 
Jacket has been neglected by Watt’s successors, who have thereby only made a step in 
a wrong direction; and [ think that this step has been made partly from motives of 
the most mistaken economy, and partly from the fact of the action of the jacket not 
having been correctly understood, so that, even when it has been applied, its construction 
has, in most cases, been so defective as to completely neutralise its advantages. The 
late Dr. Haycroft, of Greenwich, was, I believe,one of the earliest to discover and publish 
wherein the secret lay of the virtue of the steam-jacket. He showed that it did not lie 
in preventing loss on the outer surface of the cylinder by raJiation, as had been gene- 
rally supposed, but in the prevention of loss on the inner surface from condensation and 
re-evaporation, caused by the alternating communication of the cylinder with the boiler 
at a high temperature and the condenser at a low one. On the introduction of steam to 
the cylinder, condensation takes place, and a coat of dew is formed on the whole of its in- 
ternal surface ; and on the communication with the condenser being made by the open- 
ing of the exhaust port, this coat of dew is re-evaporated, thereby considerably cooling: 
the metal of the cylinder. On the re-introduction of the steam on the return of the 
stroke another deposit of dew is made to atone for the heat abstracted by the re-evapora- 
tion already referred to, and thus a process of alternate condensation and re-evaporation 
is set up, which keeps pace with every stroke of the engine, and is destructive of all 
economy, since by it a considerable percentage of steam passes through the engine from 
the boiler to the condenser, without doing any work; thus indicator diagrams do not 
correctly give the amount of steam used, and measurements of the quantity of water 
evaporated in the boiler show thata large proportion of the steam supplied to the cylinder 
of the engine is entirely unaccounted for. This action can only be arrested by main-, 
taining the cylinder at as high a temperature as the steam which enters it, the most 
practical way of effecting which is found to be the use of James Watt's original steam- 
jacket. A great stride in economy has recently been made in marine engines, one of 
the most important clements in the attainment of which has been the steam-jacket, and 
without this it has been found that it is utterly futile to attempt to realise the full eco- 
nomic duty of high-pressure steam worked expansively, although with low-pressure 
steam, carried throughout the whole stroke, the jacket is not so necessary. I lay these 
particulars before our members to give them thé advantage of the experience of other 
departments of engineering, and wish that such of them as have steam-jackets fitted to 
their cylinders would co-operate with me in thoroughly testing their result, that the 
information may be diffused throughout the whole association. One of our members 
reports to me that, from a jacket of only partial extent, a saving has been effected of 
1244 percent. In conclusion, to economy of fuel an economical use of steam is essential, 
which can only be attained by a high degree of expansion, and this cannot be beneficially 
exercised without the steam-jacket.” 





REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Serr. 26.—The preliminary meeting of the Ironmasters’ Association 
was held to-day at Birmingham. It resulted, as everyone presumed it 
would, in the official list of prices being maintained without alteration. 
The Iron Trade is certainly not brisk, but it is better at the close of this 
quarter than it was atthe commencement. Nearly all the works are work- 
ing a day longer in the week than they were, and pig-iron is firmer. Se- 
veral makers have been foresold some months in advance, and there were 
some sales on Wednesday, including one of 3000 tons, which was of a su- 
perior make of native pigs. In North Staffordshire the men are settling 
down to work at the reduced rate. The trade there is dull, and little, if 
any, improvement is reported. ‘The Hardware Trade of Birmingham and. 
South Staffordshire presents a shade of improvement, which mainly de- 
pends on foreign markets. Brazil, Bombay, and the West Indies are or- 
dering more freely, and there are rather more goods wanted for China than 
for some time past. ‘The Australian demand is extremely quiet, and the 
last news represented the colony as still suffering from excessive stocks. 
The Coal Trade is improving somewhat, though the colliers are far from 
being well, or even tolerably, employed. Messrs. Thomas Perry and Son, 
of Highfield, near Bilston, are constructing a blast-engine for two addi- 
tional blast-furnaces, which Messrs. Schneider and Hannay are erecting 
at their Barrow Works, for smelting hematite pig-iron. ‘The engine is 
of 150-horse power, with a 9-ft. cylinder and a 9-ft. stroke. Another engine 
is in course of construction at the same works, which is to drive four ex- 
hausting fans for the purpose of collecting the waste gases from the mouths 
of the furnaces, and applying them for heating purposes, 

The report in the Supplement of the Mining Journal of Saturday last 
of the meeting of the South Wales Institute of Mining Engineers has ex- 
cited some attention in South Staffordshire. ‘That part of the country, no 
doubt, furnishes a sad catalogue of deaths as the result of its mining ope- 
rations, and every man of right feeling must desire that the number should 
be greatly reduced. ‘There are, however, several reasons why the winning 
of coal in South Staffordshire and Worcestershire should be attended with 
peculiar danger. The strata are to aremarkable extent fractured and dis- 
placed, which has the effect of reducing the areas which can be worked 
from one pair of shafts; and whilst this state of the beds of minerals oc- 





| casions peculiar liability to falls of coal, it renders it more difficult to se- 


cure winding apparatus for comparatively small workings of so expensive 
a character as is employed in extensive collieries. The number of shafts, 


| too, being much greater in proportion, naturally increases the liability to 


accidents of that character, and if the loss of life in South Staffordshire be 


| compared with the number of collieries the district will stand well, when, 


contrasted with others, But not only is the coal natually much fractured 
and disturbed, but a very large part of the field has been worked, and & 
considerable proportion of the present operations consist of workings for the 
second or third time, usually where the strata above and below have been 
gotten. This of necessity very greatly increases the liability to accident. 
To these peculiarities must be added the existence of the ten-yard coal 


| seams, in which a very large proportion of the accidents from falls occur; 


and it will at once be seen that the number of deaths in the field is open to 
other explanations than merely the defective mole of working the collieries 
in the district. Mr, Cossham, however, who read a paper at the meeting, 
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appeared to have no allowance to make for these peculiar sources of dan- 
ger, when he uttered the following statement, as the result of a recent 
visit: —*‘ I do not hesitate to say that thousands of people have been trans- 
ported for less crimes than are committed against God and humanity by 
the reckless, careless destruction, and wasteful way in which that wondrous 
field is now working, involving, as it does, the destruction of over 300 
lives annually, and over 60 per cent. of coal.” But it is not because he 
overlooked the natural causes of the danger attending mining in South 
Staffordshire that his remarks have called forth angry comment, but on 
account of the exaggerated statements they contain. He says there are 
800 deaths annually in South Staffordshire from mining accidents, whereas 
last year the deaths in South Staffordshire and Worcestershire were only 
144; and they have never reached 200, much less 300, as the following 
table will show:—

Even if North Staffordshire, Shropshire, and Cheshire be added, there 
is no approach to the number stated by Mr. Cossham. 

It is possible, if not probable, that the number of deaths given in the 
report as having been stated by Mr. Cossham is an error of the reporter. 
This appears the more likely from the fact that in the report of the re- 
marks of the President, Mr. Brough, there is an evident mistake. He is 
made to say—‘‘ With regard to the risk and danger of working the thick 
seams of coal in Staffordshire, the horrible slaughter described by Mr. Coss- 
ham was, unfortunately, too true. Some years ago, however, he had sug- 
gested a method whereby such fearful loss of life should be prevented. In 
fact, he delivered a lecture upon it, which was afterwards published by the 
colliery owners in Staffordshire; and in one colliery where his suggestion 
had been adopted for many years past—that of the South End Colliery— 
not a single life had been lost or accident occurred. He had seen it prac- 
tically impossible to prop up a roof 30 feet high, and the plan which he, 
therefore, suggested was simply to work by two slices or interstices to di- 
vide the seam in two in the working; and where this plan had been adopted 
there had not occurred a single accident either to life or limb.” Mr, 
Brough would certainly never say that he “suggested” the method of 
working the thick coal of South Staffordshire by two separate operations, 
as it has been pursued for the last 30 years; that Mr. Brough, ina lecture 
to which he referred, gave the late Mr. George Jones, of Shackerley, a 
member of the Chillington Tron Company, and well known for his extensive operations 
in mining end the manufacture of iron in South Staffordshire, as the originator of the 
system. it was adopted, probably, inthe first instance at the Shut End Colliery, which 
is no doubt what is meant by South End in the report, as there is no colliery of the 
name in the district. The same mode of working thick coal was adopted by Mr, Att- 
wood at the Hawn Colliery, Halesowen, and in 1848 Mr, Gibbons began to work on the 
principle on which Mr. W. H. Dawes works his collieries at Bromford. Mr. Brough 
was always a warm advocate for this mode of working the ten-yard seam, the winning 
of which by the ordinary mode is attended with great loss of Iife—so great that the wages 
of men employed in the thick coal pits are considerably greater than those of the men 
who work the shallower mines. Mr. Brough’s, or rather Mr. Longridge’s, successor, 
Mr. Baker, the present Inspector here, is also strongly in favour of the adoption of the 
plan of working the thick coal at twice, on account of the diminished danger to life. 
The mining engineers of the district, however, by no means agree that this method is 
in all, or even in the majority of cases, practicable. In some instances the ten-yard 
seam is divided into two portions by an intervening stratum of sufficient solidity to 
form a roof for the lower workings, but in many cases there is not a divisionof more than 
1 ft., and in some cases scarcely any; and in these cases many engineers say that the 
mode of working by first getting the upper half of the seam, and subsequently the lower, 
is impracticable. As a proof, it is urged that some years ago, when the estate of Mr. 
Jarvis Clarke was in Chancery, mines of thick coal at West Bromwich were leased, and 
one of the conditions was that they were to be worked in the manner referred to. Mr. | 
Frank Foster, a mining engineer of known ability, arranged the terms of the lease, and 
introduced this condition. It was, however, found impracticable to adopt this system, 
and that part of the lease was cancelled. If this plan of working is capable of being 
applied in all thick coals, it is most desirable that it should be, as the saving of life 
would be very great. ‘{t is to be regretted that South Staffordshire has not an Institute 
of Mining Engineers, in which such questions might be discussed, 





REPORT From YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Serr. 26.—The position of the Iron Trade this week is more encourag- 
ing, though the commercial relations with the unfortunate States are hope- 
lessly bad. ‘The demand for all descriptions of manufactured iron is slightly 
improved, and there is a prospect of a brisker trade during the winter. 
There is a good enquiry for rails and plates, both for home and foreign 
consumption. The rates for the current quarter are not maintained as 
firmly as could be desired, but, whilst inferior houses are compelled to accept somewhat 
lower terms, our larger establishments have no difficulty in obtaining full rates. The 
fronmasters have in many instances reduced the rate of wages paid to the men from 
5 to 10 per cent., on account of the depressed condition of the trade, but, the movement 
not being general, there has been less difficulty experienced in regulating these matters 
than would have been the case had a regular organisation been adopted. There have 
been a few strikes, which have been confined to the workmen of a particular firm, and 
we believe in each case the masters have mutually settled the terms, The Coal Trade 
is more active than we have had occasion to notice it for several weeks past, but we can- 
not anticipate a return of the activity which was experienced last winter, on account of 
the depression in the cotton trade, which has begun to manifest itself in Lancashire, 
where the mills are working not more than halftime. The manufacturers anticipate a 
great falling off in the supply of cotton, and consequently they have determined to lessen 
production, which is creating great distress in the manufacturing districts. The new 
Treaty with France is producing good effects in some of our manufacturing districts, and 
already French merchants have ordered largely of our woollen and hosiery goods. In 
former letters we have referred to the advantages which are likely to be derived by our 
coalmasters Dy the opening of branch lines in connection with the Midland Railway. 
The Erewash Extension, from Pye Bridge to Clay Cross, is completed, and will be opened 
on Tuesday next for goods and mineral traffic. This line will materially shorten the 
route from Sheffield to Nottingham and the Krewash Valley, and it will afford an exit 
for the minerals of a large and undeveloped coal fleld, within easy distance of a ready 
market. We have not heard when the line will be open for passenger traffic, but we 
anticipate seeing the trains worked on that line shortly. Creat progress is also being 
made with the branch line which is to connect Rowsley with Buxton, and so complete 
the only link wanted to materially shorten the route between Manchester and London, 
In addition to affording a direct route between the two greatest cities in the empire, it 
will open out a new field for investment in minerals, which has been shut out for the 
want of the facilities of cheap locomotion. Besides which we shall have the advantage 
of a cheaper and better supply of coal —an important consideration with those who have 
to manufacture by steam-power. 

In the Yorkshire district there are one or two strikes amongst the colliers, and this 
week the magistrates have had to deal with a case of intimidation of workmen, The 
charge was preferred against two miners, who belonged to those on strike, who broke 
the windows of a man whom they designated one of the “ black sheep.” They were 
each convicted and fined 2/, and damages and costs, the magistrates intimating their 
intention to deal with all similar offenders very stringently. 

The Derbyshire lead mines are generally making steady progress, though but slowly. 
The Mill Dam are measuring a sale of ore this week, which is the produce of five weeks’ 
work. It is anticipated they will havea good sale. The Eyam Mine is improving. 
The rest are in a state of progression. The sinking operations at North Derbyshire 
are still going on, but owing to the flinty nature of the strata little progress can be 
made. The Mill Town Company, at Ashover, have not yet penetrated through the 
toadstone, though they are at a much greater depth than they anticipated they would 
have to go before they accomplished that object. The materials and plant of the Cawdor 
Mine, at Matlock, are for sale by action, the mine having been worked out. 

The shares of the new company, the Chesterfield and Midland Colliery Company, are 
being taken up rapidly, and according to present appearances it would seem to be going 
on prosperously, and is regarded favourably by capitalists. The district is well chosen, 
and is highly favourably for working a large colliery. The New Tapton Colliery Com- 
pany are sinking to the black shale coal, and as soon as they effect this object they will 
make plenty of headway in the midst of their brother coalmasters. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Serr. 26.—The scarcity of vessels has impeded the Coal Trade to a 
very considerable extent of late. This is felt particularly at Newport and 
Cardiff, and this month’s returns will, no doubt, show a large falling-off 
in the exports. At Swansea things are in a slightly better condition ; but 
at all three ports freights continue high, and there is every prospect of 
their remaining so for some time. Mining operations are proceeding with 
vigour at Liantrissant, despite the ill-success which has attended many of the explora- 
tions. Another excellent hematite has been discovered on one of Mr. N. E. Vaughan’s 
farms. The Duffryn Ffawd Colliery, which has been stopped for a long time, in conse- 
quence of a Chancery suit, will shortly start afresh, and preparations are now going on 
for that purpose. A company has been formed for the purpose of working the Cwm 
Neol Colliery, near Aberdare. It will be under the limited liability principle, and it is 
expected the company will be registered in a few days. The Cwm Neol Colliery was 
formerly the property of Messrs. Carr and Co., the extensive coal proprietors. On 
Tuesday last thirteen men were brought before the Tredegar bench of magistrates, charged 
with having been concerned in the Abercarne riots. Mr. Hawkins, barrister, instructed 
by Mr. Colburne, Newport, appeared for the Ebbw Vale Company in support of the 
charge; and Mr. Owen defended the prisoners. From the evidence given, it appeared 
that the men working in the No. 6 Abercarne Pit struck some time since. Their reason 
for doing so was, as they alleged, because they could not earn sufficient to gain a sub- 
sistence. The masters, however, questioned this assertion, and a good deal of negocia- 
tion took place between employers and employed, but no result followed, and the demand 
of the men was refused. The masters offered to send some Ebbw Vale colliers down, in 
order to test what might be earned at No. 6 Pit; and on the morning of Thursday, 
Sept. 12, this proposition was carried into effect. About a dozen men from Ebbw Vale 
arrived at Abercarne by the first morning train, and they, in company with Mr. Prosser, 
the viewer, at once proceeded to the pit. Hundreds of women, children, and the turn- 
outs followed, making the most execcrable noises, and throwiag stones. Several of the 
Ebbw Vale men were badly beaten, windows were smashed, and the furniture of two 
of the agents was carried out and broken to pieces. ‘Twelve of the prisoners were iden- 
tified as having taken an active part in the disturbance, and they were committed to 
take their trial at the next Assizes. The remaining one was discharged. Bail was 
accepted for three of the men committed.—At the Caerphilly Petty Sessions, on the 
same day, a number of the men employed at the Machen Colliery were charged by Mr. 
T. F. Brown, the manager, with violating the rules. Mr. H. J. Davis, of Newport, 
appeared in support of the charge, and the cases were clearly proved against the de- 


charged in consequence of their previous good character.—At the Swansea Police 
Court, on the same day, before Mr. S. Padley and Dr. Howell, William Morris was 
charged with stealing copper, the property of Messrs. Grenfell and Sons. David 
Williams, a watchman in the employ of the prosecutors, said he saw the prisoner in 
the refinery, where he had no business to be, about seven in the evening of the 21st 
inst. The prisoner afterwards went out, and placed something in a heap of copper ore 
near his calcinor, Witness missed two pieces of copper from the refinery, and found 
them in the heap of ore. The copper was worth about 10s., and it was the property of 
Messrs. Grenfell and Sons. The prisoner made no defence, and he was committed to 
take his trial at the next Quarter Sessions. 

On Friday evening a boy, named William Richards, was killed by a fall of coal in one 
of the Aberdare collieries, An inquest was held on the body, and a verdict of “ Acci- 
dental Death” returned. 

In last week’s Journal it was stated that the Abercarne Colliery was to be stopped, 
and that the plates were being brought out of the pit. This isanerror. The plates, 
it appears, are being taken out, but only to be replaced by newer ones. Some of the 
headings are outworked, and the plates are therefore, as a matter of course, brought 
out. The strike at Abercarne has been quickly followed by another at Cwm Nantddu 
This colliery is also the property of the Ebbw Vale Company, and is worked for them 
by Mr. Habbakuk. A number of trucks, marked “* Abercarne,” were sent to the colliery 
to be loaded, and upon the men seeing them they at once refused to go on with their 
work. On Tuesday three were brought before the Pontypool magistrates charged with 
leaving their work without notice. Mr. Edwards appeared for the Ebbw Vale Com- 
pany, and offered to withdraw the charge if the defendants resumed work. This they 
consented to do, and all the men have since seen the illegality of their conduct, and 
have resumed work, 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Serr. 26.—We have no change of importance to notice in the state of 
the Coal Trade. The new pit at Bewick’s Main, Ouston, was fairly com- 
menced coal work on Monday; the seam is well spoken of, and the works 
will now be rapidly developed. At the village of Birtley, adjoining this 
colliery and the Birtley Iron-works, everything looks flourishing; numerous 
excellent houses are building, and have been recently built, for workmen, 
&c. A marked improvement has taken place lately in this respect at many collieries 
and works in the North, and the spirited owners of the Birtley Lron- Works and Collieries 
occupy a proud position in this respect. They have within the last few years built a 
large number of comfortable cottages for workmen, and have also erected excellent schools, 
patronised a Mechanics’ Institute—have, indeed, most liberally encouraged everything 
calculated to improve the condition of the miner and the factory worker. They have 
also taken a very active part in the establishment of a rifle corps, and contributed most 
liberally to their funds. No progress has yet been made in opening out a shaft on the 
North Birtley Estate ; there appears, indeed, to be no prospect of any progress being made 
with this concern. As we noticed before, the Earl of Durham owns the surface, and the 
deed of sale expressly stipulates that no opening shall be made on the estate to get the 
minerals; it being provided that the latter shall be got from outstroke into the adjoining 
royalties, It is only natural that he should’enforce his just rights, as the opening of 
shafts would necessarily cause much damage to the surface. The wisdom of selling 
land subject to those conditions does not, however, appear so clear, as it leaves the pro- 
prietors of the minerals very much under the control of other parties. 

The new colliery in the Plashetts coal fleld is being rapidly pushed forward ; when the 
branch line is completed from the Border Counties Ruilway to the colliery, coals will be 
placed on the line at once. Boring for coal has been proceeding for some time, also, on 
the route of this line, in the vicinity of Canobie. In the whole, 141 fathoms have now 
been bored, and no coal reached, nor are the indications very favourable; although the 
mining engineer employed, who is well acquainted with the Canobe district, still enter- 
tains the belief that the stratification is identical with that of the Duke of Buccleuch’s 
coal fleld. The puddlers’ strike is now, happily, at an end, so that the iron trade is re- 
suming its former position. The trade continues sluggish; at any rate, it cannot be 
considered as active.

Sarery-Lamp.—Messrs. Crawley and Schneider, of 17, Gracechurch- 
street, have re-patented the safety-lamp invented by Messrs. Howden and Thresh, of 
Wakefield, and which was described in the Mining Journal nearly two years since. 


ImproveD PuppLinc-Furnace.—In order to provide means by which 
the products of combustion may, when required, be wholly or partially removed without 
passing over the metal under treatment, Mr. W. Corbett proposes to provide an additional 
chimney above, or a little behind, the partition which separates the fire-chamber from 
the puddling-chamber. Communication with the chimney, and with the puddling- 
chamber, is made and broken by suitable dampers. 


Rartway Brakes.—Mr. W. Mansbridge, Camden Town, provisionally 
specified an apparatus to be applied to each carriage, in order that brakes may be put on 
two or more wheels of each carriage whenever the forward motion of the front carriage 
is retarded. Connecting rods put the several Drakes in conjunction with each other. Mr. 
J, Longshaw, of Manchester, proposes to place the brake biocks at a point directly over 
the axle of the wheel instead of at the back or front as usual. 


TececraPuic CaB_es.—An invention, which certainly removes one 
difficulty, if it does not create a greater, has been patented by Mr. J. Branscombe, of 
Islington. The insulated wires are coated with leather, which is by preference sewed 
around them—the external protecting wires being then laid over the leather. The 
leather makes a good bed for the protecting wires to lie upon, and prevents them cutting 
into the insulating material, while at the same time the leather, particularly wken in 
a moist state, is a sufficiently good conductor of electricity to admit of any defect in the 
insulating material be readily detected. According to the invention of Mr. D. Ker, 
of Plymouth, the core of the cable which constitutes the electric conductor, is formed of 
copper wire, either single or twisted; this is covered with a mixtare of gutta percha, 
with a little vegetable or other wax added to it. The conductor thus protected is en- 
closed in a metallic tube, which is coated with a waterproof composition, such as marine 
glue or gutta percha andtar. A covering of whalebone, cane, or hard wood is laid round 
the cable, and another coat of the marine glue or composition is applied. A covering of 
zinc in strips is next laid over the cable the flat part of the metal lying upon the cable, 
so as to remove the liability of cutting the composition with which the wire is insulated. 
Mr. Ker also proposes to attach this or any other submarine cable to a chain cable of 
suitable strength and dimensions. When he constructs chain cables specially for the 
purpose, he makes the links long, and provides holes at the end for the telegraphic cable 
to pass through. 


Cuarreciier’s Patent.—This invention (just specified by Mr. Henry, 
the patent agent, Fleet-street) relates to a machine for holding playing cards while their 
corners are being ploughed or cut and metallised. The machine consists of a series of 
presses, the bottom of each of which is formed of a pair of plates, between which the 
card is held, being jerked into the exact position required by a set of rods, caused by 
tappets on revolving shafts to strike consecutively against the under surface of the plates. 
The press turns on pivots in the framing, 80 that it can be reversed or turned upward for 
the workmen to get at the card corner on which he has to operate. The whole press 
and framing turns bodily round on a stationary shaft, through which a current of air is 
sent to dry the card after metallisation. 


Important [mpROVEMENT IN Boots anp SuHors.—A joint-stock com- 
pany has been announced, and incorporated under the Limited Liability Act, for the 
purpose of manufacturing boots and shoes by the patented machinery of Mr. John 
Corner. The advantages of the patent are stated to be great economy in the produc- 
tion of these necessary articles, and a great increase in the strength is ensured by the 
new method of screwing on the soles of boots and shoes, and by which the evil of 
ripping, which occurs in sewed boots and shoes, is entirely obviated. The machinery 
is capable of producing these articles at 30 per cent. less cost than the hand manu- 
factured goods of the same class in London. This is a most important saving, and it 
is stated that the machinery has been fully tested by a six months’ trial without the 
slightest symptom of a break down. A single machine costing about 100/., is capable 
of producing every variety of size and shape. As the machines can be easily attended 
to when driven by steam power, it is proposed to place about 30 of them in a factory, 
and keep them in action by a 6-horse steam-engine, by which about 8000 pairs of boots 
and shoes, of all sizes, may be produced weekly. The prospectus of the company goes 
into the details of the proposed manufacture, which gives a minimum result of 15 to 
20 per cent. profit. We, perhaps, shall have something further to say on the prospects 
of the company which is registered as The Patent Screwed Boot and Shoe Company 
(Limited).
